Yes, dear readers, it is indeed true that the rich 
get richer, Consider the Florida Gators, one of the 
best football programs in the land for many a 
moon. They have [5 starters returning for the 
2000 grid wars, including nine regulars from one 
of the toughest defensive units in the nation. 
Pretty good, huh? Well, when you consider that 
Head Coach Steve Spurrier recruited 25 high 
school All-Americans this year, you'd have to say 
that Florida’s prospects for the 2000 campaign are 
a helluva lot more than pretty good! And you'd be 
right!! 

Offensively, the Gators will have senior quar- 
terback Jesse Palmer (6-2, 225) at the throttle of 
their high-powered attack force. As a seven-game 
starter over the last two years, Palmer completed 
138 of 256 passes (53.9%) for 2,102 yards and 20 
touchdowns with 13 interceptions. Also in the QB 
picture are A-A frosh recruit Brock Berlin (6-1, 
205) and A-A redshirt freshmen Rex Grossman (6- 
1, 215) and Chris Stephens (6-2, 215), as well as

Also pushing for reg- 
ular duty at WR will be lettermen John Capel (5- 
11, 170, jr.), Brian Haugabrook (6-2, 205, jr.) and 
Taylor Jacobs (6-0, 185, so.), as well as super A-A 
frosh recruits Carlos Perez (6-0, 190) and Reggie 
Vickers (6-0, 175), while sophomore lettermen 
Kirk Wells (6-4, 220) and Aaron Walker (6-6, 250) 
are expected to run |-2 at tight end. 

Florida’s stable of ball carriers is well-stocked. 
The tailback post will again be shared by Earnest 
Graham (5-9, 215, so.), Bo Carroll (5-9, 170, sr.) 
and Robert Gillespie (5-9, 190, jr.), who last year 
ran for an aggregate 1,702 yards and 16 touch- 
downs on a total of 287 carries (a 5.9 avg.!). 
Joining this potent trio will be A-A frosh recruit 
Willie Green (5-9, 205), while the powerful duo of 
Rob Roberts (6-2, 255, so.) and Rod Frazier (5-11. 
260, jr.) will again share starting duties at fullback. 

Up front, the blocking corps will be anchored 
by all-star tackles Mike Pearson (6-7, 305, so.) 
and Kenyatta Walker (6-5, 310, jr.), as well as cen- 
ter Zac Zedalis (6-2, 290, sr.), a starter in 1998 
who was sidelined by injuries in 1999. First in 
line to fill the two guard slots are lettermen Leon

Sizing up Florida's defense, we'll start with a 
four-man front wall that’s mean enough to scare 
Godzilla! Leading the charge here are All-Ameri- 
can end Alex Brown (6-4, 270, jr.) and All-SEC 
tackle Gerard Warren (6-4, 315, jr), A year ago, 
Brown made 45 tackles, including 18 for minus 
yardage with 13 quarterback sacks, while Warren 
recorded 52 stops with 13 for minus yardage and 
two sacks. Senior Derrick Chambers (6-4, 310), 
who started at end last fall, will move to tackle this 
year, and his starting flank post will now be 
manned by 1999 two-game starter Thaddeus 
Bullard (6-4, 270, jr.), Ticketed as top reserves in 
the D-line will be 1999 starting tackle Buck Gur- 
ley (6-2, 290, sr.) and lettermen Jayme Campbell 
(6-2, 280, sr.) and Tron LaFavor (6-2, 270, so.), as 
well as A-A frosh recruits Darrell Lee (6-4, 250), 
Bennie Mills (6-3, 290), Kenny Parker (6-4, 310), 
Ian Scott (6-3, 305) and Santonio Thomas (6-4, 
295). 

The linebacking corps is headed by junior 
Andra Dayis (6-1, 250), who last year made 109 
tackles, including 12 for minus yardage. The 
other two backer posts should be manned by A- 
A JUCO transfer Kennard Ellis (6-2, 240, jr.) and 
Alabama transfer Travis Carroll (6-4, 245, jr), a 
starter for the Crimson Tide in 1998 who sat out 
the ‘99 campaign. Also in the LB picture are 
experienced lettermen Mike Nattiel (5-11, 220, 
so.), Teddy Sims (6-0, 245, sr.) and Marcus John- 
son (6-4, 220, so.), as well as A-A frosh recruits 
Reid Fleming (6-1, 230) and Travis Harris (6-3,

The biggest problem area on offense is a block- 
ing corps that welcomes back only one starter in 
junior guard Fred Weary (6-4, 305). Senior letter- 
men Toby Champion (6-4, 310) and Bernard 
Gooden (6-3, 315) are first in line to fill the other 
guard slot, while sophomore letterman Greg Bar- 
num (6-1, 300) will start at center, and fellow let- 
termen Reggie Coleman (6-5 320, jr.) and Will 
Ofenheusle (6-8, 325, so.) are ticketed to take over 
at the two tackle positions.

In the three years he’s been head coach at 
Kentucky, Hal Mumme has led the Wildcats to 18

quarterback Dusty Bonner (6-2, 215), who had a 
great year last season when he completed 303 of 
465 passes (65.2%!) for 3,266 yards and 26 touch- 
downs with just 13 interceptions. As good as 
Bonner is, however, he’s in danger of losing his 
starting job to A-A redshirt freshman Jared 
Lorenzen (6-4, 240), who ran and threw for 4,296 
yards and 60 touchdowns as a high school senior 
two years ago! 

The receiving corps lost super tight end James

A-year 
ago, they ran for a total of 1,760 yards and 17 TDs 
on 333 carries (a 5.3 avg.!) Sharing starting duty 
at fullback once more will be the strong-blocking 
duo of Charles Stackhouse (6-2, 230, jr.) and 
Toward Sanford (5-10, 225, so.), both of whom 
would rather run through you than around you! 

Up front, the Rebs will field another strong 
blocking corps that welcomes back four starters — 
center Ben Claxton (6-4, 295, so.), tackle Terrence 
Metcalf (6-3, 305, jr.) and guards Shane Grice (6- 
1, 320, sr.) and Keydrick Vincent (6-5, 360, sr.). 
Lettermen Matt Koon (6-5, 295, jr.) and Belton 
Johnson (6-5, 300, so.) are having at it for starting 
rights at the yacant tackle position, while the top 
reserves in the O-line figure to be lettermen 
Charlie Perkins (6-2, 300, sr.) and German Bello 
(6-3, 295, so.), as well as A-A JUCO transfer 
Jason Youngs (6-7, 295, jr.) and A-A frosh recruit 
Doug Buckles (6-5, 290). 

Mississippi's first line of defense will be 
anchored by incumbent ends Derrick Burgess (6- 
2, 265, sr.) and Shane Elam (6-1, 245, sr.), who 
last year made a combined 79 tackles, including 
18 for minus yardage with eight quarterback 
sacks, They'll be supported by *99 co-regulars 
John Romm (6-2, 245, sr.) and Justin Blake (6-3, 
250, so.), while lettermen Anthony Sims (6-2, 
275, jr.) and Antionne Scott (6-3, 265, sr.) are first 
in line to man the vacant tackle berths. Also in the 
DT equation are sophomore letterman Yahrek 
Johnson (6-2, 270), redshirt freshman Jesse 
Mitchell (6-3, 270) and heralded JUCO transfer 
Kenneth Jackson (6-3, 305, jr.). 

The linebacking corps returns two starters in 
junior MLB Eddie Strong (6-3, 250) and senior 
OLB Shawn Johnson (6-1, 225), who recorded an 
aggregate 117 tackles last season. 1999 part-time 
starter Amzie Wiliams (6-2, 225, sr.) will fill the 
outside backer slot opposite Johnson, while back- 
up support in this area will come from lettermen 
Chad Cook (6-0, 235, sr.), Kevin Thomas (5-9, 
200, jr.) and Lanier Goethie (6-0, 215, so.). 

The secondary will be rebuilt around two full- 
time returning starters — strong safety Syniker 
Taylor (6-0, 195, jr.) and cornerback Ken Lucas 


(6-1, 205, sr.). A year ago, they intercepted a 
combined five passes and broke up a total of 16 
enemy aerials. 1999 part-time starters Anthony 
Magee (5-11, 185, sr.) and Justin Coleman (5-9, 
175, jr.) will fill the vacant free safety and corner- 
back slots, respectively, while senior letterman 
Kenny Woods (6-2, 225, sr.) and JUCO transfer 
Rodney Burgess (6-2, 190, so.) will also be heard 
from in the deep zones. 

The kicking game will be very solid with the 
return of placekicker Les Binkley (5-9, 170, sr.) 
and punter Reagan King (6-3, 225, sr.). Binkley 
hit on 14 of 16 field goal tries and converted all 36 
of his PAT attempts last year, while King averaged 
38 yards per boot on 56 punts, 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; The Rebels 
will attack their foes with another strong 
ground game and an improyed aerial arm, and 
they will surpass their 1999 output of 369 yards 
and 27 points per game. And they may have to 
if they hope to win more games than they did 
last season because their defense, while any- 
thing but a pushover, will be a bit more yulner- 
able than it was in ‘99. All told, however, we 
will be very surprised if Ole Miss doesn’t 
mount a serious challenge for conference hon- 
ors this season. And so should you!

As we told you he would in these very pages a 
year ago, Head Coach Jackie Sherrill overcame a 
huge rebuilding obstacle on offense in leading his 
Bulldogs to 10 big wins last season, including a 
victory over Clemson in the Peach Bowl. And 
now Coach Sherrill is faced with a major rebuild- 
ing job on defense after he lost eight of his top 12 
tacklers to graduation. So will that keep State 
from having another big year in 2000? Not really, 
because as we've said many times in the past, 
Jackie Sherrill is one of the best head coaches in 
college football! And the Bulldogs won't miss a 
beat this season! 

State’s offense will again be piloted by junior 
quarterback Wayne Madkin (6-4, 215), who com- 
pleted 135 of 257 passes for 1,884 yards and 10 
touchdowns last year. Now that capable backup 
Matt Wyatt has graduated, Madkin will be sup- 
ported by sophomore letterman Brandon Butler 
(6-0, 195) and heralded redshirt freshman Kevin 
Fant (6-2, 205). 

The receiving corps will miss the services of 
graduated flanker Kelvin Love (43 receptions; 834 
yards; three TDs in *99), but the Bulldogs do have 
several talented performers ready and willing to 
take up the slack in this area, Sophomore Terrell 
Grindle (5-10, 180) is back at split end, and senior 
letterman Larry Huntington will take over at 
flanker. They caught a combined 31 passes last 
season, JUCO transfer Clarence Parker (6-3, 205,

es for 380 yards and two more scores. Griffith 
will move to tailback this season, where he'll split 
time with “99 co-regulars Dicenzo Miller (5-10, 
200, jr.) and Dontae Walker (5-10, 220, so.), who 
ran for a combined 622 yards and five TDs last 
year, Ticketed to run 1-2 at fullback are 1999 co- 
regular Kenny Williamson (6-2, 245, sr.) and for- 
mer linebacker Jamaal Dinkins (6-0, 230, sr.), 
both of whom are very strong blockers. 


Senior tackle Floyd “Pork Chop” Womack (6- 
3, 335) anchors a blocking corps that returns two 
other starters in center Michael Fair (6-3, 305, sr.) 
and tackle Kenric Fairchild (6-4, 320, jr). All- 
American JUCO transfers Tommy Watson (6-5, 
315, jr.) and Courtney Lee (6-4, 350, jr.) are the 
new starters at the two guard positions, and solid

State’s five-man secondary will be spearheaded 
by All-SEC cornerback Fred Smoot (6-1, 180, sr.) 
and junior safety Pig Prather (6-3, 195). Smoot 
intercepted five passes last year, while Prather 
picked off two enemy aerials. 1999 co-regulars 
Josh Morgan (6-1, 190, so.) and Eugene Clinton 
(6-0, 190, sr.) are first in line to fill the two vacant 
safety slots, while the CB spot opposite Smoot 
will be fought for by junior letterman Shawn 
Byrdsong (5-9, 180) and JUCO transfers Julius 
Griffith (5-11, 170, jr.) and Dale Hall (5-9, 180, 
jr). Backup support in the deep zones will come 
from JUCO transfer Marco Minor (6-4, 205, jr.)

After the Tigers posted two straight finishes on 
the down side of .500, then-Head Coach Gerry 
DiNardo and LSU parted ways at the conclusion 
of the ‘99 campaign. Enter Nick Saban, who 
believes he can turn the Tigers into the perennial 
winners that his Spartans of Michigan State were. 
And he's gonna start to do it this season. 

For that to happen, however, Coach Saban must 
get improved play from junior quarterback Josh 
Booty (6-3, 225), who didn’t live up to his press 
clippings last season when he completed 162 of 
333 passes (48.6%) for 1,830 yards and seven 
touchdowns with 19 interceptions! But we have a 
feeling he'll give a better performance this time 
around. Supporting Booty will be 1999 three- 
game starter Rohan Davey (6-3, 235, jr.), who 
threw for 491 yards and four TDs last fall, 

The receiving corps returns intact and is head- 
ed by split end Jerel Myers (5-11, 180, sr.) and 
alternating flankers Reggie Robinson (6-2, 195, 
jr.) and Abram Booty (6-2, 195, sr.), who last year 
caught a combined 115 passes for 1590 yards and 
seyen touchdowns. Strong-blocking junior Joe 
Domingeaux (6-5, 270) is a fixture at tight end 
where he’s backstopped by lettermen Robert 
Royal (6-5, 250, sr.) and Kyle Kipps (6-4, 260, jr.), 
while Josh Reed (5-11, 200, so.) and Ed 
Dangerfield (6-5, 215, jr.) are back as top reserves 
at WR after catching a total of 14 passes last year. 

LSU's running game was nothing to write 
home about last season, but Coach Saban yows 
that it will be this year. Getting first shot at man- 
ning the tailback post is sophomore Domanick 
Davis (5-10, 210), who ran for 274 yards and three 
touchdowns as a leading backup last fall. Chal- 
lenging Davis for starting status will be sopho-

Strong-blocking senior Tommy Banks (6-0, 270) 
returns at fullback where he'll be supported by 
senior letterman Michael Lillie (6-3, 240). 

Up front, the blocking corps should prove to be 
more effective this season with the return of four 
starters -- center Jason Underwood (6-4, 280, jr.), 
guard Jason Baggett (6-6, 295, jr.) and tackles 
Louis Williams (6-5, 300, sr.) and Brandon Wieny 
(6-7, 305, sr.). Sophomore letterman Sam Fore- 
hand (6-6, 340) is first in line to fill the vacant 
guard slot, while the top reserves in the O-line fig- 
ure to be experienced lettermen John Compton (6- 
3, 290, sr.), Trey Langley (6-5, 300, sr.), Dwayne

Defenisvely, the Tigers will be led into battle by 
junior end Jarvis Green (6-3, 260), who last year 
made 51 tackles, including 12 for minus yardage 
with a team-leading seven quarterback sacks. 
Senior Kareem Mitchell (6-4, 265) is back at the 
other flank post, while the two tackle positions are 
being fought for by incumbent Muskingum 
Barnes (6-2, 275, jr.) and sophomore lettermen 
Kendrick Allen (6-6, 295), Byron Dawson (6-2, 
300) and Willie Gray (6-2, 280). Also pushing for 
playing time in the D-line will be JUCO transfer 
Howard Green (6-2, 315, jr.) and promising red- 
shirt freshman Melvin Richey (6-4, 320). 

The linebacking corps is potentially very good. 
Showing the way here is sophomore Treverance 
Faulk (6-3, 230), who made 68 tackles last year, 
while the other two linebacker berths are the sub- 
ject of a spirited battle between 1999 co-regulars 
Bradie James (6-3, 230, so.), Jeremy Lawrence (6- 
2, 235, so.), Thomas Dunson (6-3, 230, jr.) and 
Bubba Alexander (6-2, 225, sr.). A year ago, they 
recorded an aggregate 133 tackles, including 17 
for minus yardage with seven QB sacks. Pro- 
jected as top reserves in this area are lettermen 
Jason Green (6-1, 230, jr.) and Wardell Sykes (6- 
1, 230, sr.), as well as redshirt freshmen Marcus 
Whitty (6-2, 235) and Bryce Wyatt (6-4, 240). 

LSU's ball-hawking secondary welcomes back 
four starters -- senior cornerback Fred Booker (5- 
10, 190), junior cornerback Robert Dayis (5-10, 
185), free safety Ryan Clark (5-11, 185, jr.) and 
strong safety Norman LeJeune (6-0, 190, so.), 
who started at outside linebacker in ‘99, They 
made a combined 265 tackles and intercepted a 
total of eight passes last season, Providing back- 
up support in the deep zones will be 1999 co-reg- 
ulars Lionel Thomas (6-0, 195, jr.) and Shane 
O'Toole (5-10, 170, jr.), as well as sophomore let- 
terman Damien Jones (5-11, 190). 

Sophomore placekicker John Corbello (5-11, 
215) is an added weapon for this team. A year 
ago, he hit on 9 of 12 field goal tries and conyert- 
ed all 21 of his extra point attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: We have a 
hunch that the Tigers are gonna be a lot better 
than they were last season. Quarterback Josh 
Booty looked much-improved during spring 
drills, so the offense should easily exceed its 
1999 output of 302 yards and 20 points per 
game. As for LSU’s defense, this unit will be 
equally adept at defensing the run and the pass 
as it proves to be stingier than it was a year ago 
when it allowed ayerages of 349 and 24 points 
per outing.

Tommy Tuberville’s first year at the Auburn 
helm wasn’t a winning one, so he hit the recruiting 
trail with a vengeance during the off-season. And 
his efforts appear to have paid off. He helped him- 
self where he needed to on offense (at running 
back), and he also snared several studs to shore up 
a defense that lost its entire front four to gradua- 
tion. All of which tells us that Coach Tuberville is 
not planning on suffering through another losing 
season. 

Trying his best to see that the Tigers arent 
treed as often as they were in ‘99 will be senior 
quarterback Ben Leard (6-4, 220), who was sim- 
ply sensational last season when, despite missing 
four games because of injuries, he completed 111 
of 157 passes (70.7%!) for 1,423 yards and 12 
touchdowns with only one interception! He'll be 
strongly supported by sophomore Jeff Klein (6-3, 
200), who threw for 1,038 yards and six TDs 
while starting four games last year, as well as 
super JUCO transfer Daniel Cobb (6-4, 225, jr.) 
and A-A frosh recruit Jason Campbell (6-5, 205). 

The receiving corps will be headed by All-SEC 
wideout Ronney Daniels (6-1, 210, so.), who led 
the team in receptions last year with 56 catches for 
1,068 yards and nine touchdowns, Senior Reggie 
Worthy (6-0, 190), who snared 23 tosses in ‘99, is 
back at the other WR position, while Lorenzo 
Diamond (6-3, 240, so.), who caught 13 passes 
last fall, returns at tight end where he'll be back- 
stopped by strong-blocking junior letterman Reid 
Tankersley (6-3, 270). And whenever the Tigers 
go with a three-wide receiver setup, the H-back 
post will be shared by Travaris Robinson (5-10, 
180, so.) and Clifton Robinson (5-8, 175, sr.), who 
caught a combined 34 passes last season. 

Auburn's ground game was woeful last season 
when the Tigers averaged only 68 yards per game 
on the ground. That will change big-time this sea- 
son with the arrival of three super tailbacks, the 
best of which is consensus All-American JUCO 
transfer Rudi Johnson (5-10, 220, jr.), who last 
year ran for 2,224 yards and 31 touchdowns on 
306 carries (a 7.3 avg!). The other two newcom- 
ers at TB are super redshirt freshman Casinious 
Moore (6-0, 215) and A-A frosh recruit Ronnie 
Brown (6-1, 210) both of whom have a great set of 
wheels. Junior Heath Evans (6-0, 230), who ran 
for 330 yards and two scores in ‘99, returns at full- 
back where he'll be supported by sophomore let- 
terman Michael Owens (6-0, 215). 

A big reason why Auburn's rushing attack was 
Virtually non-existent last season was the many 
injuries suffered by the blocking corps. Everyone 
should be ready to go by this fall, which will be a 
real plus with the return of four starters and sever- 
al key backups, Senior Cole Cubelic (6-3, 295) is 
the main man at center, and he'll be flanked by 
incumbent guards Mike Pucillo (6-4, 310, jr.) and 
Kendall Simmons (6-3, 310, jr.). These three will 
be backstopped by Colin Sears (6-3, 295, sr.), TJ. 
Meers (6-6, 320, sr.) and Hart McGarry (6-5, 285, 
jr), each of whom started five games at either 
guard or center last year. Senior Tim Castsro (6- 
4, 310) returns to his tackle position, while the 
other tackle post figures to be manned by 1999 co- 
regular Jeremy Toungett (6-6, 310, jr.), Also in 
the picture at tackle will be highly regarded red- 
shirt freshman Mark Pera (6-6, 310).

Getting first shot at the starting QB job is soph- 
omore letterman Robby Hampton (6-2, 225), who 
hit on 25 of 45 passes for 267 yards and two TDs 
while appearing in seven games last season, 
Waiting in the wings should Hampton falter will 
be talented sophomore Gary Brashears (6-5, 220) 
and promising redshirt freshman Zak Clark (6-2, 
190). 

The receiving corps will be headed by senior 
split end Boo Williams (6-4, 235), who caught 28 
passes for 384 yards and four touchdowns as a co- 
regular last year. The vacant flanker slot will be 
filled by senior Michael Snowden (6-3, 215), a co- 
regular in ‘98 who sat out the ‘99 campaign. Also 
in the WR picture are sophomore letterman 
Sparky Hamilton (6-4, 210) and all-star JUCO 
transfer Sam Breeden (6-4, 220, so.), while the 
tight end position is being fought for by sopho- 
more letterman Marcellus Poydras (6-4, 260) and 
two highly regarded newcomers -- JUCO transfer 
James Toussaint (6-5, 250, jr.) and redshirt fresh- 
man J. Strain (6-3, 255). 

Sophomore tailback Cedric Cobbs (6-2, 220) 
returns to spearhead the ground game. As a co- 
starter last season, he ran for a team-leading 668 
yards and three TDs on 116 carries (a 5,8 avg!). 
He'll be supported by lettermen Rod Stinson (5-9, 
205, sr.) and Alvin Ray (5-9, 195, jr.), while fellow 
lettermen Eric Branch (6-0, 240, sr.) and Adam 
Daily (6-1, 250, so.) are expected to run 1-2 at 
fullback. 

Up front, the Hogs boast a deep blocking corps 
that has to be considered a team strength, Sopho- 
more Josh Melton (6-4, 305) is back at center 
where he'll be challenged by powerful redshirt 
freshman Scott Davenport (6-2, 305), while the 
guard posts will again be manned by Kenny 
Sandlin (6-3, 325, jr.) and Lazerius White (6-4, 
320, jr.), although White could lose his starting job 
to Shannon Money (6-4, 315, jr.), who started at 
tackle last year. If Money does start at guard, then 
the tackle slots figure to be filled by two of four 
talented candidates -- sophomore letterman 
Nathan Ball (6-4, 300), senior letterman John 
Geitner (6-5, 315), 1999 co-regular Brett 
Shockley (6-8, 340, sr.) and sophomore letterman 
Gary Hobbs (6-6, 320). Projected as top reserves 
at guard are heralded redshirt freshman Jim Peters 
(6-3, 290) and A-A frosh recruit Steve Spivey (6- 
5,300). 

Defensively, the Razorbacks will again be very 
strong up front where the four-man trench will be 
anchored by big-play ends Randy Garner (6-4, 
280, sr.) and Carlos Hall (6-4, 260, jr.), who last 
year made a combined 82 tackles, including 19 for 
minus yardage with 10 quarterback sacks. They'll 
again be strongly supported by 1999 co-regular 
Jermaine Petty (6-3, 260, jr.) and sophomore let- 
terman Raymond House (6-3, 260), while the 
powerful duo of Curt Dayis (6-3, 295, jr.) and 
Jermaine Brooks (6-3, 285, so.) are back to run 1- 
2 at nose guard. First in line to man the lone tack-

Senior Quenton Caver (6-5, 240) returns as the 
ringleader of the two-man linebacking corps. A 
year ago, he made 75 tackles, including 10 for 
minus yardage with three QB sacks. Hard-hitting 
senior J.J. Jones (6-0, 235) is back to man the 
other LB post, while the leading backups in this 
area will be senior letterman Jim Ed Reed (6-2, 
225) and hard-nosed redshirt freshman Corey 
Warren (6-0), 235). 

Coach Nutt will rebuild the five-man secondary 
around incumbent cornerback Orlando Green (5- 
10, 210, jr.) and 1999 co-regular Jeremiah Harper 
(5-10, 190, sr.), who'll be stationed at the “bandit” 
position. Junior letterman Harold Harris (5-11, 
195) will take over at the CB spot opposite Green, 
while redshirted JUCO A-A Corey Harris (5-10, 
195, jr.) and redshirt freshman Tony Bua (5-11, 
200) are ticketed to start at strong safety and free 
safety, respectively. Backup support in the deep 
zones will come from junior lettermen Andre 
Berry (5-9, 180) and Derrick Johnson (6-!, 210), 
as well as A-A frosh recruit Lawrence Richardson

There’s a major free-for-all under way up front 
Where guard Randy Richard (6-4, 310. so.) is the 
only holdover starter from a year ago. Doing 
combat to fill the O-line vacancies are guards

(6-3, 255, jr.) and Roderick Daniel (6-3, 300, sr.) 
plus tackle Padraic McGinnis (6-5, 325, sr.), Ex- 
pected to take over at center is redshirt freshman 
Robert Aguirre (6-3, 280), with junior Bryan Oes 
(6-5, 285) first in line to start at the other tackle 
after moying over from the defensive side. 

On the stop side, Coach Keasler must replace 
standout DE Jonathan Foster, who had a dozen 
QB sacks a year ago, but he does return seniors 
Bartholomew Butcher (6-3, 380), Ron Phenix (6- 
2, 270) and Mike DeHorney (6-1, 250) to their 
starting posts. Letterman Donald Malveaux (6-2 
280, sr.) will fill the fourth up front slot. 

The linebacker corps should be the strongest 
unit in the 4-2-5 setup with junior Otis Robinson 
(5-11, 210) and senior Carey Johnson (6-1, 215) 
returning to their starting jobs. Johnson had 70 
tackles with four sacks, while Robinson’s 68 tack- 
les included seven QB sacks and 15 tackles for 
losses, The coaching staff is very high on soph 
Darwin Roberts (6-2, 210), who sat out last season 
to concentrate on academics but should see plenty 
of game time this time out. 

The Indians took a big hit in the secondary 
when cornerback Pat Dennis (three INTs) chose to 
enter the NFL draft, but strong safety Cedric Rob- 
inson (6-0, 200, sr.) and cornerbacks Henry 
Whitehead (5-11, 190, sr.) and Karlton Washing- 
ton (5-8, 175, so.) are returning regulars. Robin- 
son led last year’s tacklers with 94 hits, including 
four sacks and nine stops for losses. Eastern Ari- 
zona JC transfer Mark Potter (5-10, 190, jr.) 
should be a big help to the deep defense, while 
redshirt freshman Seneca Lee (5-10, 165) appears 
to have won the starting job at free safety. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: We hope the 
folks at Louisiana-Monroe aren’t harboring 
impossible expectations for the Indians this 
year as ULM has a long way to go as they move 
toward entry in the Sun Belt Conference in 
2001, There’s a good corps of veterans on hand 
and a strong recruiting class coming aboard, 
but the chances the Indians will post a winning 
record this season are about the same as Bill 
Clinton being elected “Husband of the Year!”

Coach Andy McCollum will get his team ready 
for that big moye upward next season, with a vet- 
eran offensive unit leading the way. Ten starters 
from a year ago are back in uniform for the up- 
coming campaign, including junior quarterback 
Wes Counts (6-1, 190), the triggerman for the 
Blue Raiders’ air-oriented attack. Last season, 
Counts passed for 2,603 yards and 14 TDs with 13 
interceptions and a 63.8% completion ratio, He 
also had three rushing TDs as he posted the best 
statistical season in school history. 

The wide open MTU attack features four wide 
receivers, and this is the position on the team that 
offers the most ability, production and excitement. 
Back after starting a year ago are wideouts Han- 
ford Johnson (5-8, 165, jr.), Kendall Newson (6-2, 
190, jr.), Tyrone Calico (6-4, 215, so.) and senior 
Rashaad Craft (6-0, 195), although it appears 
Craft may have lost his starting job to junior Nick 
Payne (6-4, 180). Newson is an all-star candidate 
after leading last year’s receivers with 69 catches 
for 918 yards and five TDs, with Calico recording 
65 catches for 605 yards and five scores. Johnson 
ran under 47 aerials for 513 yards and four TDs, 
while Payne was limited to three games last year 
due to injuries. At tight end, senior Xavier Hatnot 
(6-3, 240) appears to have beat out redshirt fresh- 
man Brett Bucher (6-5, 250) for that job. 

MTU has a trio of capable runners looking for 
the tailback assignment, with senior Jamison Pal- 
mer (6-0, 215) currently listed as the starter. Pal- 
mer ran for 548 yards and nine touchdowns a year 
ago and also had 27 receptions. Sophs Dwone 
Hicks (5-11, 215) and Tony Wesley (5-10, 205) 
will also see time at TB. When the Blue Raiders 
need a fullback, junior Jason Spray (5-10, 225) 
will get the first call, with soph John Madrick (5- 
10, 230) in reserve. 

Incumbents rule the roost in the offensive inte- 
rior line where senior Brock Lillis (6-2, 290) is 
again over the ball at center, Reggie Primas (6-1, 
310, sr.) and Gil Matias (6-2, 290, sr.) at the 
guards and the tackle tandem of seniors Chris 
Howington (6-3 290) and Barry Hall (6-6, 300) 
also return. Also very much in the O-line mix are 
sophs David Coy (6-4, 290), a JUCO transfer, 
Kevin Pascoe (6-3, 290) and Glen Elarbee (6-2, 


260). 

Middle Tennessee moved to a 3-4 setup last fall 
as the Blue Raiders correctly figured defense 
would be their biggest challenge as they moved up 
in competition. Up front, soph Ray Miller (6-2, 
260) will anchor the D-line from his nose tackle 
slot, with Terrence King (6-1, 280, sr.) and Curtis 
Daniely (6-5, 275, so.) due to open at the two end 
positions. Miller sat out the ‘99 campaign after 
playing for Georgia in “98, Daniely started five 
games a year ago and King led the team in sacks 
(4) and tackles for losses (7), Diko Tinch (6-3, 
305, sr.), Jonathan Proby (6-3, 280, so.) and Brent 
Walker (6-4, 285, sr.) are key backups in the 
trench. 

The linebacking crew offers the most experi- 
ence on the defensive side, with the veteran quar- 
tet of Glen Jones (6-1, 230, sr.), Isaiah Brown (6- 
1,210, sr.), Billy Durham (5-11, 220, jr.) and Chris 
Gatlin (6-1, 210, so.) ready to start. Senior Keith 
Pauldo (5-11, 255) is pushing hard to break into 
that regular rotation, with Marcus Harvey (6-3, 
230, sr.), Wes Stephens (6-4, 250, jr.) and Scott 
Brown (6-2, 215, jr.) also due to see plenty of 
combat time at linebacker. 

All four regulars and their backups from a year 
ago return to the Blue Raiders’ secondary, The 
leader in the deep zones is hard-hitting free safety 
Mario Kelso (6-0, 180, sr.), who led last year’s 
squad with 106 tackles and tied for the team lead 
with two INTs. Senior Delvin Pikes (5-11, 180), 
who was second with 95 stops, is back at strong 
safety, while the cornerback combo of Jykine 
Bradley (5-10, 185, jr.) and Jermaine Francis (5- 
11, 195, sr.) returns intact from a year ago, Key 
reserves in the deep defense again will be sophs 
Chris Johnson (5-10, 180) and Kareem Bland (6- 
1, 190), along with senior Korey Conner (5-10, 
185). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The cards 
are stacked against the Blue Raiders this year 
as they prep for Sun Belt competition in 2001. 
This is a yeteran team that won’t go down with- 
out a fight, but any more than a couple of yic- 
tories this fall will be a major achievement for 
the overmatched Blue Raiders. But, wait ‘til 
next year!

The leader of State’s well-balanced offense is 
senior quarterback Jonathan Beasley (6-1, 215), 
who completed 90 of 203 passes for 1,805 yards 
and 14 touchdowns while also running for 227 
yards and eight more scores during the *99 regular 
season, He followed that performance up by run- 
ning and passing for 264 yards and three TDs in 
State’s 24-20 win over Washington in the Holiday 
Bowl, Supporting Beasley at QB will be junior 
letterman Jeremy Milne (6-0, 210) and promising 
redshirt freshman Ell Roberton (6-0, 190).

Defensively, State's first line of resistance will 
be quite formidable with the return of three 
starters -- end Monty Beisel (6-3, 260, sr.) and 
tackles Cliff Holloman (6-4, 285, sr.) and Mario 
Fatafehi (6-2, 305, sr.), who last year made a com- 
bined 132 tackles, including 30 for minus yardage 
with 10 quarterback sacks. 1999 co-regular Chris 
Johnson (6-1, 270, sr.), who had 31 tackles and 
five QB sacks last fall, is a cinch to man the flank 
post opposite Beisel, while strong backup support 
in the D-line will be provided by lettermen 
DeVane Robinson (6-1, 290, jr.), Eric Everley (6- 
6, 320, jr.), Melvin Williams (6-4, 265, so.), Steve 
Altobello (6-4, 260, sr.) and Cory Hoffman (6-5, 
270, so.), as well as impressive redshirt freshman 
Andrew Shull (6-5, 260) and JUCO transfers 
Anthony Bates (6-0, 295, jr.) and Jerry Togiai (6- 
4, 295, jr.). 

The linebacking corps took a big hit with the 
graduation of consensus All-American Mark 
Simoneau and Travis Litton. Incumbent starter 
Ben Leber (6-3, 250, jr.) will try to take up the 
slack here, but he'll need a lot of help in doing it. 
Trying very hard to give him that help will be new 
starters Turelle Williams (6-0, 240, sr.) and Jason 
Kazar (6-0, 230, sr.), both of whom have started in 
the past, as well as A-AJUCO transfer Ken 
Greene (6-3, 245, jr.), heralded redshirt freshman 
Terry Pierce (6-3, 255), senior Warren Lott (6-3, 
240) and sophomore Andy Klocke (6-2, 230). 

State’s stingy secondary welcomes back three 
Starters headed by All-Big 12 strong safety Jarrod 
Cooper (6-1, 210, sr.), who made 77 tackles and 
broke up 12 passes last season. Also returning to 
their starting posts here are balJ-hawking corner- 
backs Dyshod Carter (5-10, 185, sr.) and Jerame- 
triuis Butler (5-10, 180, jr), who intercepted a 
total of seven passes in ‘99. 1999 co-regulars Mil- 
ton Proctor (6-0, 200, jr.) and Jon McGraw (6-3, 
205, j r.) are first in line to fill the free safety slot, 
while others who'll be heard from in a big way in 
this area are lettermen DeRon Tyler (5-8, 170, jr.), 
Adrian Beard (5-8, 180, sr.) and Terence Newman 
(5-11, 170, so.), as well as all-star JUCO transfers 
DeMarcus Faggins (5-11, 175, jr.) and Derrick 
Yates (6-2, 195, jr.). 

All-Big 12 placekicker Jamie Rheem (6-2, 195, 
sr.) is a huge plus for this team. A year ago, he hit 
on 19 of 22 field goal tries and converted 44 of 46 
extra point attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
the Wildcats figure to be more productive than 
they were a year ago when they averaged 375 


yards and 39 points per game. And eyen 
though they lost several defensive stalwarts to 
graduation, the Cats should be able to field a 
stop unit that is almost as stingy as it was last 
season when it allowed lowly averages of 235 
yards and 13 points per outing. And they 
should also finish at or near the top of the Big 
12 standings while making themselves heard on 
the national scene, as well.

Back to run the offensive show for the Tigers 
are quarterbacks Kirk Farmer (6-5, 215, so.) and 
Jim Dougherty (6-4, 195, jr.), who last year com- 
bined to complete 145 of 297 passes for 1,817 
yards and 13 touchdowns with 12 interceptions. 
They'll be supported by talented redshirt freshmen 
Darius Outlaw (6-4, 195) and Ryan Jost (6-0, 
205). 

The receiving corps is a team strength and gets 
a big boast with the return of former starter John 
Dausman (6-1, 185, sr.), who missed the ‘99 sea- 
son because of injuries, He’s a big-play wideout 
who averaged 20,2 yards per grab on 18 recep- 
tions for 364 yards and three TDs in ‘98. 
Sophomore Travis Garvin (6-1, 180) and junior

by creating a pleasant dilemma for Coach Smith. 
Abron is a human bowling ball who runs low to 
the ground and is hard to bring down! Rugged 
sophomore Joe Chirumbolo (6-2, 240) returns at 
fullback, where he'll be supported by powerful 
redshirt freshman Dan Davis (6-2, 245) and 
sophomore letterman TJ. Leon (6-0, 230), 

Up front, a very good blocking corps welcomes 
back three starters — guard Mike Hayes (6-3, 295, 
jr) and tackles Justin Bland (6-6, 350, jr.) and 
Aaron Crittendon (6-5, 330, jr). A-A redshirt 
freshmen A.J. Ricker (6-5, 295) and Rob Droege 
(6-6, 300) won the starting jobs at the vacant cen- 
ter and guard slots, respectively, during spring 
drills, while the leading backups in the O-line will 
be 1999 co-regulars Joe Glauberman (6-3, 280,

Although Gary Barnett’s first year at the

their secondary was ulmost completely wiped out 
by graduation. 

The man who'll get first shot at barking signals 
for Colorado this season is sophomore Zac Colvin 
(6-4, 215), who lettered as a redshirt freshman last 
year when he completed 23 of 43 passes for 213 
yards and one TD. But GAMEPLAN believes 
that Colvin will eventually be playing second fid- 
dle to two blue-chip newcomers, JUCO transfer 
Bobby Pesavento (6-5, 230, jr.) and A-A frosh 
recruit Craig Ochs (6-2, 210). A year ago, 
Pesavento ran and passed for a combined 2,784 
yards and 28 touchdowns, while Ochs accounted 
for a total of 2.484 yards and 24 scores. 

Whomever winds up under center will be play- 
ing catch with an impressive group of receivers 
Jed by senior wideout Javon Green (6-2, 200) and 
junior tight end Daniel Graham (6-3, 240). Green 
caught 40 passes for 663 yards and seven touch- 
downs last season, while Graham grabbed 19 spi- 
rals for 264 yards and four TDs. Shuring the other 
WR post, as well as backstopping Green, will be 
John Minardi (6-2, 200, jr.), Roman Hollowell (5- 
5, 170, jr), Cedric Cormier (5-11, 185, jr.) and 
Eric McCready (6-4, 210, sr.), who caught a com- 
bined 82 passes for 928 yards last year, while 
Graham will again be supported at TE by junior 
letterman Miles Koon (6-5, 270), 

Junior tailback Cortlen Johnson (5-9, 195) 
returns to spearhead Colorado's ground game after 
running for a team-leading 835 yards and eight 
touchdowns last season. Also in the TB picture 
will be junior letterman Marcus Spivey (6-3, 215) 
and sophomore Vince Reed (6-0, 190), as well as 
super A-A frosh recruits Marcus Houston (6-2, 
210) and Bobby Purify (6-1, 195), two of the very 
best RBs in the prep ranks last season. At full- 
back, junior David Andrews (6-4, 255) is back on 
the job, and he'll again be supported by sopho- 
more letterman Brandon Drumm (6-2, 220). 

Up front, the blocking corps will be headed by 
junior center Andre Gurode (6-4, 310). Joining 
him once more are starting tackles Victor Rogers

Also return- 
ing to their starting spots in this area are [LB Ty 
Gregorak (6-3, 245, sr.) and OLB Drew Wahlroos 
(6-3, 235, so.), while the top reserves at LB will be 
sophomore lettermen Andy Peeke (6-0, 210), 
Aaron Killion (6-3, 235) and Kory Mossoni (6-3, 
225). 

The four-man front wall welcomes back two 
Starters -- tackle Justin Bannan (6-3, 300, jr.) and 
end Brady McDonnell (6-4, 270, sr.). 1999 co- 
regulars Sean Jarne (6-7, 305, sr.) and Robert Haas 
(6-5, 260, jr.) are first in line to fill the vacant tack-

Projected as leading backups in the deep zones are 
junior lettermen Albus Brooks (6-0, 190) and

Leading State on offense again will be senior 
quarterback Sage Rosenfels (6-4, 220), who com- 
pleted 127 of 235 passes for 1,781 yards and 10 
touchdowns. He also ran for 225 yards and four 
TDs on 80 carries. Supplying decent depth at QB 
will be redshirt freshman Gerrin Scott (6-2, 210) 
and junior Bryan Alexander (5-10, 180). 

The receiving corps is headed by senior wide- 
outs Chris Anthony (6-3, 205) and J.J. Moses (5- 
6, 170), who last year caught a combined 55 pass- 
es for 728 yards and three touchdowns. They ll be 
backstopped by junior letterman Craig Campbell 
(5-11, 185), JUCO transfer Devin Green (5-10, 
185, jr.) and redshirt freshman Jamaul Mont- 
gomery (5-11, 190), while Mike Banks (6-4, 260, 
jr.) and Andy Stensrud (6-7, 275, sr.) are back to 
share tight end duties after catching a total of 14 
passes last season.

State’s linebacking corps should be more than

185, 
sr.) are back on duty, and they're joined by seniors 
Jamarcus Powers (5-8, 170, sr.) and Breon Ansley 
(5-7, 170, sr.), both of whom started in *98 but 
were sidelined by injuries in *99. Senior Dustin 
Avey (6-2, 210), who picked off two enemy pass- 
es last fall, returns at strong safety when he’s sup- 
ported by senior letterman Doug Densmore (5-10, 
195), while junior letterman Adam Runk (6-2, 
190) and redshirt freshmen Mare Timmons (5-9, 
170) are expected to run 1-2 at free safety. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION; If their new 
tailback is up to the mark and their blocking 
corps is able to stay healthy all season long, the 
Cyclones will field an offense that’s capable of 
averaging 400 yards and 30 points per game.

We have to begin this article by telling you that 
the Jayhawks will be a team to watch in 2000, 
They may not win as many games as they lose this 
season, but they have the potential to be a helluva 
lot better than they were a year ago. Which is 
another way of saying that Head Coach Terry 
Allen will be at the helm of the best team he’s had 
at KU since he hit campus in 1997, 

Offensively, the Jayhawks are guided by junior 
quarterback Dylen Smith (6-1, 190), who was fair- 
ly effective as a chucker last season when he com- 
pleted 135 of 263 passes for 1,599 yards and 12 
touchdowns with just seven interceptions. He’s 
also a good scrambler who ran for two TDs in °99. 
Smith will be supported by sophomore Jonas 
Weatherbie (6-2, 205) and impressive redshirt 
freshman Zack Dyer (6-3, 210), who threw for 
4,660 yards and 39 touchdowns during his prep 
career. 

The receiving corps is headed by junior split 
end Harrison Hill (5-11, 190), who caught 29 
passes for 506 yards and four touchdowns last sea- 
son. Taking over at flanker is junior Termaine 
Fulton (5-10, 190), who was shelved by injuries 
last fall. Fulton was a starter two years ago when 
he caught 25 passes for 503 yards and three TDs. 
Sophomore Byron Gasaway (6-4, 200), another 
regular in ‘98 who was sidelined in ‘99, offers 
strong reserve support at the wideouts. as will 
senior letterman Algen Williams (6-1, 190) and A- 
A JUCO transfer Roger Ross (5-7, 170, jr.), who 
caught 62 passes for 1,016 yards und 11 touch- 
downs as one of the top WRs in the JUCO ranks 
last season. At tight end, David Hurst (6-3, 250, 
so,) and Jason Gulley (6-3, 260, sr.) are back to 
share starting duties after catching a combined 16 
passes last fall. 

KU’s ground game will be fueled by the return 
of speedy halfback David Winbush (5-7, 180, sr.)

The man who'll set them in motion is junior 
quarterback Major Applewhite (6-1, 205), who'll 
begin his third season as Texas’ starting QB. Over 
the last two years, Applewhite has completed 430 
of 740 passes (58.1%) for 5,810 yards and 39 
touchdowns with just 20 interceptions. He'll be 
strongly supported by sophomore letterman Chris 
Simms (6-5, 210) and strong-armed redshirt fresh- 
man Adam Hall (6-2, 205). 

Head Coach Mack Brown will rebuild his 
receiving corps around speedy split end Montrell 
Flowers (5-9, 185, jr.), who caught 34 passes for 
552 yards and six TDs last season, Senior Jamel 
Thompson (6-0, 180), who has 27 career catches 
for 472 yards as a co-regular over the last three 
years, will get first shot at manning the flanker

The Cowboys finished with their second 
straight losing record last season because their 
offense wasn't very adept at moving the pig. And 
the prognosis for OSU this season is worse than it 
Was a year ago because the Pokes lost 12 of their 
top 22 tacklers, including seven starters, froma 
stingy defense that ranked 10th in the nation. 

The man who'll set the offense in motion is 
senior quarterback Tony Lindsay (6-2, 190), who 
Started six games last season when he completed 
61 of 116 passes for 767 yards and five touch- 
downs with 10 interceptions. Breathing down 
Lindsay’s neck will be super sophomore Aso Pogi 
(6-4, 205), who looked very good during spring 
drills. 

The wide receiver posts were wiped out by 
graduation, but the Pokes are very strong at tight 
end with the return of Bryan Blackwood (6-5, 260, 
sr.), Marcellus Rivers (6-4, 235, sr.) and Khary 
Jackson (6-4, 255, sr.), who last year caught a 
combined 44 passes for 588 yards and six touch- 
downs. Banging heads for starting rights at the 
two wideout positions are all-star JUCO transfer 
Lawson Giddings (6-3, 205, jr.), senior letterman 
Paul Jones (6-3, 195) and promising sophomores 
Willie Young (6-3, 205), Gabe Lindsay (5-9, 170), 
T.D. Bryant (5-11. 180) and Rashaun Woods (6-3, 
195). 

Spearheading what Head Coach Bob Simmons 
hopes will be an improved running game is senior 
Jamual Fobbs (5-10, 180), who ran for a team- 
leading 544 yards as a co-starter at tailback last 
fall. Supporting Fobbs will be junior letterman 
Reggie White (6-2, 195), heralded sophomore 
Richard Schwarz (6-0, 185) and super frosh re- 
cruits Tatum Bell (5-11, 190) and D.D. Cox (6-1, 
200), while the fullback position is being fought 
for by sophomores Tim Burrough (6-0, 230), Mike 
Denard (6-1, 210) and Ivan Larrea (5-10, 225). 

Up front, the blocking corps appears to be a bit 
better than it was a year ago as it returns three 
starters and welcomes three blue-chip newcomers. 
Back in harness are guard Jeff Machado (6-3, 285, 
jr.) and tackles Josh Lind (6-6, 295, sr.) and Kyle 
Eaton (6-7, 295, so.), while the two new starters in 
this area are expected to be 1999 co-regular Bryan 
Phillips (6-5, 295, jr.) and senior letterman Jon 
Vandrell (6-2, 285) at guard and center, respec- 
tively. Providing strong backup support in the O- 
line will be all-star JUCO transfer Jed Newkirk (6- 
4, 295, jr.); lettermen Lawrence Chamerlain (6-4, 
340, sr.), Jason Johnson (6-3, 285, jr), DJ. 
Grissom (6-4, 325, jr.) and Jason Rannebarger (6- 
6, 325, jr.); sophomores Jon Hayhurst (6-4, 280). 
Doug Koenig (6-4, 285) and Dustin Vanderhoof 
(6-4, 300); and powerful frosh recruits Sam Mayes 
(6-5, 330) and Clint Gillispie (6-4, 325), 


Coach Simmons will rebuild his defense on a 
strong foundation of alternating ends Zac Warner 
(6-4, 275, sr.), Juqua Thomas (6-4, 245, sr.) and 
Kevin Williams (6-5, 250, so.), who were sensa- 
tional last season when they made a combined 83 
tackles, including 27 for minus yardage with 13 
quarterback sacks! Also in the end rotation will be 
senior letterman Sean Barry (6-4, 240), while the 
two tackle posts will be manned by *99 starter Zac 
Akin (6-1, 280, sr.) and *99 co-regular Chris Tyler 
(6-2, 285, jr.), and they’ll be supported by sopho- 
more lettermen Jason Russell (6-6, 280) and 
LaWaylon Brown (6-5, 270), as well as redshirt 
freshman Mike Williams (6-2, 305). 

The linebacking corps has to be rebuilt from 
scratch, and first in line to fill the three vacancies 
are 1999 co-regular Dwayne Levels (6-3, 230, jr.) 
and lettermen Chris Carter (6-3, 225, sr.) and 
Terrence Robinson (6-1, 225, so.). Also in the 
hunt for starting duty here are lettermen Jake Riffe 
(6-2, 230, jr.) and Kyle Beck (6-0, 225, so.), as 
well as JUCO transfer Ron Able (6-2, 240, jr.), 
redshirt freshman Greg Richmond (6-3, 235) and 
super frosh recruit Ahmad Denson (6-1, 235). 

Senior cornerback Alvin Porter (6-0, 190), who 
intercepted three passes last year, is the lone 
starter returning in the secondary. The rest of the 
new starting rotation in this area will consist of 
junior letterman Robbie Gillem (6-1, 200) at 
strong safety, and 1999 co-regulars Chris Massey 
(6-0, 185, so.) and Marcus Jones (5-9, 175, jr.) at 
free safety and the CB post opposite Porter, 
respectively. Projected as key backups in the deep 
zones are JUCO transfers Michael Cooper (5-10, 
180, jr.), A-A redshirt freshman Elbert Craig (6-2, 
195) and lettermen Ricklan Holmes (6-1, 190, so.) 
and Roger Bombach (6-0, 195, jr.).

It’s rebuilding time in Lubbock where the Red 
Raiders saw their starting quarterback and seven 
defensive starters walk the graduation plank. And 
new head coach Mike Leach isn’t sure he has all 
the necessary replacement parts to keep Tech’s 
Winning tradition going this season. And neither 
are we! 

Coach Leach has anointed sophomore letter- 
man Kliff Kingsbury (6-4, 195) as the team’s new 
starting quarterback. As the top reserve at QB last 
season, Kingsbury threw for 492 yards and four 
touchdowns with only one interception. Waiting 
in the wings should Kingsbury falter are heralded 
redshirt freshmen B.J. Symons (6-1, 190), Mickey 
Peters (6-3, 205) and Nathan Chandler (6-6, 230), 
all of whom can run and pass with equal aplomb. 

The receiving corps will be very good thanks to 
the return of alternating wideouts Tim Baker (6-5, 
205, sr.), Derek Dorris (6-2, 195, sr.), Darrell 
Jones (6-2, 200, jr.) and Dee Jackson (6-2, 200, 
sr.). A year ago, they caught a combined 76 pass- 
es for 1,054 yards and 10 touchdowns! Joining 
them at WR in the fall will be all-star JUCO trans- 
fer James Wegener (6-2, 200, jr.), while junior let- 
termen J.P. Jansen (6-3, 245) and Cole Roberts (6- 
6, 265) are first in line to fill the vacancy at tight 
end.

The lone running back post will be shared by 
Toney Converse (5-8, 165, sr.), Jeff Sanchez (5-

Houston's four-man receiving corps is a team 
Strength and is headed by wideouts Orlando 
Iglesias (6-3, 220, sr.), Brandon Middleton (5-11, 
170, so.) and Jerrian James (6-0, 185, sr.). Iglesias 
and Middleton caught a combined 77 passes for 
972 yards and three touchdowns last fall, while 
James, who was sidelined by injuries in “99, was 
McKinley’s favorite target in 1998 when he 
caught a team-leading 80 passes for 932 yards and 
five TDs. Performing as top reserves at wide 
receiver will be lettermen Jeremy McCardell (6-1, 
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220, so.) and Kendall Williams (5-8, 185, sr.), 
while the tight end position is being fought for by 
talented lettermen Jonathan Pritchett (6-4, 240, jr.)

Up front, the blocking corps welcomes back 
four starters -- All-Conference USA guard Dustin 
Plumadore (6-1, 295, jr.), center Brandon Calhoun 
(6-1, 270, sr.), guard Josh Gonzalez (6-1, 295, sr.) 
and tackle Mike Larkin (6-4, 275, sr.), Senior let- 
terman Jon Karpuk (6-4, 280) will take over at the 
tackle spot opposite Larkin, while solid backup 
support in the O-line will come from juniors Paul 
Henderson (6-3, 290) and Jared Churchill (6-1, 
275), and sophomores Aaron Burger (6-3, 280), 
Craig Cunningham (6-4, 295) and Trent Garmon 
(6-1, 305). 

Defensively. Coach Berry has installed a 4-4-3 
setup that’s designed to put a lot of pressure on 
opposing quarterbacks.

The four-man linebacking corps boasts a lot of 
depth and is headed by All-Conference USA per- 
former Lyle Weaver (5-11, 240, sr.) at inside line- 
backer. A year ago, he made 112 tackles, includ- 
ing nine for minus yardage with two sacks, and he 
also intercepted two passes and forced five fum- 
bles! Sophomore Jason Frazier (6-0), 230) returns 
to the other inside backer post, while former start- 
ing safeties Brian Zickefoose (5-10, 210, jr.) and 
Derrick Goodwin (5-11, 205, sr.) bring good speed 
to the outside backer positions. Toiling as top

Wiley (5-11, 225, jr.) and David McCracken (6-2, 
240, sr.), as well as talented sophomores Mike 
Lennox (6-3, 230) and Warren Stewart (6-3, 225).

Also 
pushing for playing time at tailback will be senior 
letterman Matt Unertl (5-10, 220), redshirt fresh- 
man Broderick Williams (6-0, 205), and A-A frosh 
recruit Tyron “The Train” Griffin (6-0, 235), who 
motored for a total of 3,651 yards and 58 touch- 
downs during his last two seasons in the prep 
ranks! Strong-blocking junior Chad Kuhns (6-1, 
235) returns at fullback, where he'll be supported 
by hard-nosed junior letterman Carlos Daniels (6- 
1,245) and A-A frosh recruit Ryan Englebert (6-0, 
230). 

The blocking corps features three big-time 
starters in center Casey Rabach (6-5, 295, sr.) and 
guards Bill Ferrario (6-3, 305, sr.) and Dave Costa 
(6-5, 310, sr.). Banging heads over starting rights 
at the vacant tackle posts are powerful lettermen

The linebacking corps lost a couple of big-play 
performers in Chris Ghidorzi and Donnel Thomp- 
son, but does welcome back senior Roger Knight 
(6-2, 230), who'll again be supported by senior 
letterman Ryan Marks (6-1, 220).

Also 
returning to their starting posts here are hard-hit- 
ting free safety Jason Doering (6-0, 200, sr.) and 
junior comerback Mike Echols (5-10, 170), while 
lettermen Devery Hughes (5-11, 175, so.) and 
Eddie Faulkner (5-11, 200, sr.) are ticketed to run 
1-2 at strong safety. The leading backups in the 
deep zones will be 1999 co-regular Joey Boese (5- 
11, 170, jr.) and lettermen Jason Schick (6-0, 200, 
jr), Carlease Clark (3-11, 185, jr.) and BJ.

205). As a co-regular last fall, he completed 67 of 
110 passes (60.9%!) for 1,002 yards and seven 
touchdowns with just four interceptions. He also 
ran for 317 yards and six more scores on 83 car- 
ries (a 3.8 avg.). Supporting Casey will be sopho- 
more Matt Senneca (6-3, 225) and redshirt fresh- 
men Hunter Cross (6-1, 210) and Sean Schell- 
enger (6-0, 210). 

Spearheading the receiving corps is junior split 
end Eddie Drummond (5-9, 185), who last year 
caught 36 passes for 697 yards and six touch- 
downs. The flanker spot is up for grabs, with the 
top candidates being Sam Crenshaw (6-2, 200, sr.) 
and Bryant Johnson (6-2, 195, so.), who snared a 
combined 17 passes for 264 yards and three TDs 
in ‘99. The Lions boast two talented and experi- 
enced tight ends in senior Tony Stewart (6-2, 275) 
and junior John Gilmore (6-4, 265), who hauled in 
an aggregate 39 passes for 586 yards and two 
touchdowns last fall. And they also rate as a cou- 
ple of very strong blockers! 

Very strong is what Penn State is at the two run- 
ning positions. The number one returnee here is 
junior tailback Eric McCoo (5-10, 210, jr), who 
ran for a team -leading 782 yards and four touch- 
downs last fall. He'll again be backstopped by 
junior Omar Easy (6-1, 245), sophomore Larry 
Johnson (6-2, 220) and explosive senior Kenny 
Watson (6-0, 210), who ran for a combined 375 
yards and three TDs as key reserves last season. 
Watson is also a very dangerous kickoff return 
man, as he demonstrated last year when he aver- 
aged 23.7 yards per return on 22 runbacks. 
Strong-blocking senior Mike Cerimele (5-10, 
240), who rushed for three scores in ‘99, returns at 
fullback where he'll be supported by hard-nosed 
junior lettermen RJ; Luke (6-3, 245). 

Up front, the blocking corps should be at least 
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as good as it was Jast season with the return of 
three starters and several experienced co-regulars. 
Leading the charge here are All-Big Ten tackle 
Kareem McKenzie (6-7, 325, sr.) and fellow 
incumbents Jordan Caruso (6-4, 305, sr.) and Greg 
Ransom (6-2, 300, sr.) at the two guard positions. 
Sophomore Joe Iorio (6-3, 295) and senior Francis 
Spano (6-1, 290), who started a total of ten games 
last season, will run 1-2 at center, with junior let- 
terman Gus Felder (6-5, 320) expected to get the 
starting call at the tackle spot opposite McKenzie. 
Operating as top reserves in the O-line will be for- 
mer starter Josh Mitchell (6-4, 290, jr.), junior 
Jason Bisson (6-7, 305) and sophomores Matt

In losing the likes of LaVar Arrington, Court- 
ney Brown and Brandon Short, plus six other 
Starters, Penn State’s vaunted defense is not 
expected to be as brutal as it was last season. But 
we do expect it to be a hard-nosed outfit that'll 
take very few prisoners. 

The bellcow of the defense will be senior end 
Justin Kurpeikis (6-4, 260), a big-play performer 
who last year made 62 tackles, including 17 for 
minus yardage with 11 quarterback sacks! Also 
returning to his starting post in the D-line is tack- 
le Jimmy Kennedy (6-5, 330, jr.), while the other 
tackle position is being fought for by sophomores 
Anthony Adams (6-0, 280), Tim Falls (6-3, 280) 
and Tyler Valoczki (6-4, 295). Junior Bob Jones 
(6-5, 270, who started eight games at DT in 1998, 
and sophomore letterman Michael Haynes (6-3, 
260) are having at it for starting rights at the flank 
Spot opposite Kurpeikis. 

The leader of the linebacking corps figures to 
be junior OLB Ron Graham (6-2, 260), who made 
32 tackles and had three QB sacks as a co-regular 
last fall. Vying for the right to fill the other out- 
side backer slot are 1999 backup Eric Sturdifen 
(6-2, 235, sr.) and senior Aaron Gatten (6-1, 230), 
a co-regular in *98 who sat out the “99 campaign.

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
the Nittany Lions won't miss a beat this season 
as we expect them to equal or exceed their 1999 
output of 418 yards and 32 points per game, 
but their defense, though it'll still be very diffi- 
cult to penetrate, does not figure to be as dom- 
inating as it was last season when it chalked up

In his first five seasons as head coach at 
Michigan, Lloyd Carr has led the Wolverines to a 
49-13 record, including three straight bowl wins.

Michigan's offense will continue to give oppos- 
ing defenses a lot trouble this season. Assuming 
command of the attack corps is junior quarterback 
Drew Henson (6-4, 220), who completed 47 of 90 
passes for 546 yards and three touchdowns as the 
top backup last fall. He'll be supported by A-A 
redshirt freshmen Andy Mignery (6-4, 230) and 
John Navarre (6-6, 230), two of the best QBs in 
the prep ranks in 1998. 

Junior split end David Terrell (6-3, 210) is the 
bellwether of the receiving corps. A year ago, he 
caught a team-leading 71 passes for 1,038 yards 
and seven touchdowns. Junior Marquise Walker 
(6-3, 205), who snared 37 tosses for 396 yards and 
two TDs in ‘99, will take over at flanker, while 
sophomore lettermen Ronald Bellamy (6-0, 180) 
and Tyrece Butler (6-3, 200) are back as key 
reserves at the wide receiver positions. Returning 
at tight end is junior Shawn Thompson (6-4, 265), 
who had two TD grabs last year, and he'll again be 
strongly supported by lettermen Bill Seymour (6- 
2, 260, jr.), Bennie Joppru (6-4, 255, so.) and 
Deitan Dubuc (6-4, 260, so.). 

All-Big Ten tailback Anthony Thomas (6-2, 
225, sr.) spearheads the running game. Last sea- 
son, he ran for a team-best 1,297 yards and 17 
touchdowns on 301 carries (a 4.3 ayg.). Playing 
supporting roles at TB will be junior lettermen 
Walter Cross (5-11, 205) and Justin Fargas (6-1, 
190), while lettermen Evan Coleman (6-0, 255, 
jr), BJ. Askew (6-3, 220, so.) and Daye Arm- 
strong (6-3, 275, so.) are banging heads for start- 
ing rights at the vacant fullback spot.

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Up front, the blocking corps stacks up as a team 
strength with the return of four starters — All- 
American guard Steve Hutchinson (6-5, 310, sr.), 
All-Big Ten tackle Jeff Backus (6-6, 310, sr.), cen- 
ter David Brandt (6-4, 280, sr.) and tackle Ben 
Mast (6-4, 300, jr.). Junior letterman Jonathan 
Goodwin (6-4, 300) is first in line to fill the vacant 
guard slot, while backup support in the O-line will 
come from 1999 co-regular Maurice Williams (6- 
5, 305, sr.) and A-A redshirt freshmen Courtney 
Morgan (6-2, 305), Tony Pape (6-6, 310) and 
Demetrius Solomon (6-6, 300). 

Defensively, Coach Carr has some serious 
repair work to do. Especially at linebacker where 
three starters have departed, leaving outside 
backer Victor Hobson (6-1, 240, so.) as the only 
starter back in the fold, Super A-A redshirt fresh- 
men Carl Diggs (6-2, 250), Shantee Orr (6-1 , 230) 
and John Spytek (6-3, 230) are eyeing the other 
outside backer post, while junior lettermen Eric 
Brackins (6-2, 240), Larry Foote (6-1, 230) and 
Anthony Jordan (6-0, 220) are first in line to man 
the two inside backer positions, 

The three-man front wall welcomes back only 
one starter in senior tackle Eric Wilson (6-4, 295), 
who'll be supported by sophomore letterman 
Dave Petruziello (6-4, 290). Lettermen Jake 
Frysinger (6-4, 280, sr.) and Dan Rumishek (6-3, 
275, so.) are the leading candidates to take over at 
end and nose tackle, respectively, while others 
pushing for regular duty in the D-line are sopho- 
more letterman Shawn Lazarus (6-3, 270) and A- 
A redshirt freshmen Grant Bowman (6-2, 275) and 
Norman Boebert (6-5, 270), 

The secondary is the strength of Michigan’s 
defense and is headed by cornerbacks James 
Whitley (5-11, 190, sr.) and Todd Howard (5-10, 
185, jr.), who last year made a combined 117 tack- 
les and broke up a total of 23 passes. Cato June 
(6-1, 215, so.) and DeWayne Patmon (6-0, 195, 
st.), who intercepted an aggregate four passes 
while sharing the free safety post last year, are 
expected to occupy the two safety spots this sea- 
son, While sophomore lettermen Julius Curry (6-0, 
190), Charles Drake (6-1, 190) and Brandon 
Williams (5-11, 175) are ticketed as co-regulars in 
the deep zones. 

Michigan's kicking game is in good shape with 
the return of placekickers Hayden Epstein (6-2, 
205, jr.) and Jeff Del Verne (5-11, 200, sr.), A year 
ago, they hit on a total of 16 of 22 field goal tries 
and converted 42 of their 44 extra point attempts. 
Epstein also performs punting chores, having 
averaged 40.1 yards per punt last season. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Wolver- 
ines may be able to emulate their 1999 achieve- 
ments, but it won’t be easy. Their offense 
should be as productive as it was last season if 
new quarterback Drew Henson can get the job 
done. We think he can, but we also think that 
Michigan's defense will be a bit “softer” in the 
belly because of heavy graduation losses sus- 
tained at linebacker and in the defensive line. 
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Still, only a fool would bet against Michigan 
being able to finish at or near the top of the Big 
Ten standings this season.

We were yery surprised when we received a 
copy of Purdue’s 2000 spring football prospectus 
in April because we sincerely believed the Boil- 
ermakers would dissolve their football program 
after the manner in which they disgraced them- 
selves while doing a complete el foldo against 
Georgia in the Outback Bowl. But it seems that 
life must go on when you don’t do the honorable 
thing and fall on your swords after disgracing 
yourselves in battle, so we'll try our best to dis- 
cuss Purdue’s propsects for the upcoming cam- 
paign, although we shall do it yery half-heartedly 
and with little or no gusto. Which is kind of how 
the Boilermakers played after building a 25-0 lead 
against the Bulldogs! For shame!!!! 

Purdue's offense will again be guided by senior 
quarterback Drew Brees (6-1, 220), who gave a 
very good performance last season when he com- 
pleted 337 of 554 passes (60.8%) for 3,909 yards 
and 25 touchdowns with just 12 interceptions. 
He'll be supported by senior letterman Dayid Bd- 
garton (6-1, 220) and super frosh recruit Brandon 
Hance (6-1, 190), Purdue's QB of the future. 

The four-man receiving corps is headed by 
tight end Tim Stratton (6-4, 255, jr.) and wideout 
Vinny Sutherland (5-9, 190, sr.), both of whom are 
bona-fide All-America candidates. Stratton 
caught 49 passes for 593 yards and four touch- 
downs last fall, while Sutherland snared 39 spirals 
for 698 yards and seven TDs. Lettermen Chris 
James (5-10, 170, so.) and Keith Dawson (6-3, 
195, sr.) are expected to fill the other two wideout 
slots, while the top reserves in this area figure to 
be TE Chris Randolph (6-4, 255, jr.) and WRs 
A.T. Simpson (6-4, 220, jr.) and Donald Winston 
(5-6, 170, sr.). And also certain to be heard from 
at wide receiver are A-A frosh recruits Gary 
Heaggans (6-2, 190), Andre Henderson (6-3, 190) 
and John Standeford (6-4, 195). 

The lone running back post is manned by soph- 
omore Montrell Lowe (5-8, 190), who ran for a 
team-leading 841 yards and five touchdowns last 
fall. He'll be backstopped by sophomore letter- 
man Sedrick Brown (6-1, 225) and A-A frosh re- 
cruit Joey Harris (5-11, 200). Up front, an ex- 
cellent blocking corps welcomes back four starters 
— center Chukky Okobi (6-1, 325, sr.), guard Gene 
Mruezkowski (6-2, 300, so.) and tackles Brandon 
Gorin (6-6, 310, sr.) and Matt Light (6-5, 310, sr). 
Lettermen Ian Allen (6-5, 295, sr.) and Rob Turner 
(6-4, 305, so.) are first in line to fill the vacant 
guard slot, while returning as leading backups in 
the O-line are Josh Kirkpatrick (6-1, 280, sr.), 
Sean Rufolo (6-2, 280, jr.) and Kelly Kitchel (6-6, 
295, so.). 

The strength of Purdue’s defense is a four-man 
front wall that’s anchored by ends Akin Ayodele 
(6-2, 255, jr.) and Brian Dinkins (6-2, 270, sr.), 
who last year made a combined 106 tackles, in- 
cluding 33 for minus yardage with 17 quarterback 
sacks! Junior Matt Mitrione (6-3, 295), who made 
39 tackles with 15 for minus yardage in ‘99,

returns to his tackle post, while the other tackle 
position is being fought for by senior lettermen 
Rocco Foggio (6-4, 290), Brent Botts (6-3, 275) 
and Derrick Williams (6-4, 300). Depth at the two 
flank spots will be provided by highly regarded 
redshirt freshmen Shaun Phillips (6-3, 240) and 
Kevin Nesfield (6-3, 230). 

The linebacking corps has only one returning 
starter in OLB Jason Loerzel (6-3, 225, jr.), who 
made 71 tackles and picked off two enemy aerials 
last season. Redshirt freshman Landon Johnson 
(6-2, 220) and sophomore letterman Cornell Mid- 
dlebrook (6-2, 230) are having at it for starting 
rights at the other outside backer post, while 1999 
co-regular Joe Odom (6-2, 235, so.) is ticketed to 
start at the middle backer position. Toiling as top 
reserves in this area will be junior letterman Tim 
Upshur (6-1, 220) and super redshirt freshman

Sophomore strong safety Ralph Turner (6-2, 
210) is the lone fulltime starter returning in the

The Buckeyes posted their worst record in 11 
years last season because their offense went South 
and their defense couldn’t cope with the intense 
pressure that recorded from a much weaker attack 
than Ohio State had fielded two years ago. But 
this is now, and Head Coach John Cooper thinks 
his forces can rebound with a big showing in 
2000. And so do we! 

Trying very hard to make that happen will be 
junior quarterback Steve Bellisari (6-3, 220), who 
was barely adequate in his first season as a starter 
last year when he completed only 101 of 224 pass- 
es (45.1%) for 1,616 yards and 12 touchdowns. 
He also ran for 332 yards and two more scores. 
Challenging Bellisari for starting status are talent- 
ed redshirt freshmen Craig Krenzel (6-4, 220) and 
Scott McMullen (6-4, 205). 

Whomever does the chucking will be playing 
catch with two excellent wideouts in flanker Ken- 
Yon Rambo (6-1, 190, sr.) and split end Reggie 
Germany (6-2, 200, sr.). A year ago, the speedy 
Rambo caught 41 passes for 833 yards and six 
touchdowns, while Germany snared 43 tosses for 
656 yards and one TD. Sophomore letterman 
Darnell Sanders (6-6, 275) and redshirt freshman 
Ben Hartsock (6-4, 260) are ticketed to run 1-2 at 
tight end while the leading bekups at wide receiv- 
er will be lettermen Vanness Provitt (6-3, 205, sr.)

The strength of Ohio State’s defense should be 
a four-man front wall that returns nearly intact and 
is headed by alternating tackles Mike Collins (6-3, 
300, jr), Ryan Pickett (6-3, 300, jr.) and Joe 
Brown (6-6, 295, sr.), who last year made a com- 
bined 121 tackles, including 24 for minus yardage 
with eight quarterback sacks. Seniors Brent John- 
son (6-4, 275) and Rodney Bailey (6-3, 270) are 
back at their flank posts, while super backup sup- 
port in the D-line will be provided by lettermen 
Clinton Wayne (6-3, 280, sr.), Heath Queen (6-5, 
285, jr.) and Paris Long (6-6, 330, jr.), as well as 
promising sophomores Kenny Peterson (6-4, 
275), David Thompson (6-5, 290) and Julius Yeast 
(6-S, 270). 

Junior Jason Ott (6-4, 250) anchors the second 
line of defense from his middle linebacker post. 
He made 79 tackles with 11 for minus yardage last 
year. Incumbent Courtland Bullard (6-3, 230, jr.) 
and 1999 co-regular Joe Cooper (6-2, 225, sr.) are 
firmly entrenched at the two outside backer posi-

(5-11, 185), as well as redshirt freshman Richard 
MeNutt (5-10, 170) and A-A frosh recruits Bobby

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: This will be 
an improved football team from top to bottom.

Rocky Harvey (5-9, 180, jr.) and fullback Jameel 
Cook (6-0, 225, jr.). As a co-starter with the now- 
graduated Steve Harvard last year, Harvey ran for 
774 yards and seven touchdowns on 143 carries (a 
5.4 ayg.), while Cook picked up 121 yards on only 
19 totes (a 6.4 avg.). Harvey and Cook are great 
pass catchers swinging out of the backfield, as 
they demonstrated last season when they caught a 
combined 42 passes for 53] yards and seven 
touchdowns! Supporting Harvey and Cook, re- 
spectively, will be sophomore lettermen Antoineo 
Harris (6-1, 220) and redshirt freshman Carey Da- 
vis (6-0, 235), 

Along with QB Kittner, the real strength of the 
Illinois offense is a big, strong blocking corps that 
welcomes back all five starters — center Luke 
Butkus (6-4, 295, jr), guards Jay Kulaga (6-5, 
310, jr.) and Ray Redziniak (6-3, 295, sr.), and 
tackles Marques Sullivan (6-5, 320, sr.) and Tony 
Pashos (6-6, 320, so.). The top reserves in the O- 
line will be lettermen David Diehl (6-5, 305, so.), 
Dan Cutter (6-7, 320, jr.) and James Brown (6-4, 
290, so.), as well as A-A redshirt freshmen Sean

hart (6-3, 275, sr.), who had a combined 48 tack- 
les and four sacks in “99, will start at the other end 
and tackle posts, respectively, while reserve sup- 
port in the D-line will come from lettermen 
Karleton Thomas (6-5, 285, sr.), Robby Long (6- 
3, 265, jr.), Mike O'Brien (6-6, 230, so.), Brett 
Kautter (6-3, 270, so.) and Tim McGill (6-3, 270, 
so.), as well as super A-A frosh recruit Mike 
Maloney (6-5, 270). 

The linebacking corps will be spearheaded by 
senior Mike Young (6-2, 230), who had 48 tackles 
and three QB sacks last fall. 1999 co-regular 
Robert Franklin (6-2, 230) and senior letterman 
Mon Long (6-2, 220) will fill the vacant LB slots, 
with fellow lettermen Eric Garrett (6-2, 240, sr.)

Coach Turner will rebuild his secondary around 
incumbent free safety Muhammad Abdullah (6-1, 
195, jr.), who made 79 tackles and intercepted five 
passes last season.

This unit has no weaknesses and will again 
boast tremendous balance as it surpasses its 
1999 output of 407 yards and 32 points per 
game. But it’s the rebuilt defense that’s gonna 
have the biggest say in how big a campaign the 
Illini will have this year. If the stop troops can 
stop at least as many people as they did last sea- 
son, the Fighting Illini could easily equal or 
exceed their 1999 win total.

The man who makes Iowa’s running game go is 
junior tailback Ladell Betts (5-11, 210), who last 
year ran for a team-leading 857 yards and five 
touchdowns on 189 carries (a 4.5 avg.).

As we told you they would, the Wildcats won 
only three games in Randy Walker’s first year at 
the Northwestern helm. Coach Walker’s sopho- 
more season as boss-man could (if not should!) be 
much better — but only if his offense is able to 
move the chains a lot more often than it did a year 
ago. 

Trying to see that it does will be the quarter- 
back tandem of Zak Kustok (6-1, 210, jr.) and 
Nick Kreinbrink (6-2, 230, jr.). A year ago, they 
completed a combined 130 of 311 pass attempts 
for 1,515 yards and seven touchdowns with 11 
interceptions. They'll be challenged for starting 
status by A-A frosh recruit Tony Stauss (6-2, 205), 
who threw for 3,181 yards and 29 touchdowns as 
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one of the nation’s top prepsters last season. 

The receiving corps will be headed by wideouts 
Sam Simmons (5-10, 200, jr.) and Teddy Johnson 
(5-11, 190, sr.), who last year caught an aggregate 
35 passes for 615 yards and five touchdowns. 
They’ ll be supported by explosive redshirt fresh- 
man Kunle Patrick (6-1, 200) and lettermen Jon 


Schweighardt (5-10, 180, so.) and Derrick 
Thompson (5-9, 180, sr.), while the tight end post 
is being fought for by junior Mike Sherry (6-4, 
240), sophomore David Farman (6-5, 255) and 
redshirt freshmen Ben Kennedy (6-6, 265) and 
Erie Worley (6-4, 255). 

Junior tailback Damien Anderson (5-11, 210) 
returns to spearhead Northwestern’s running 
game. He ran for a team-leading 1,128 yards last 
season. Supporting Anderson will be lettermen 
Brian Marshall (5-10, 210, sr.), Louis Ayeni (6-0, 
205, so.) and Kevin Lawrence (5-11, 205, so.), 
while super frosh recruits Giles Lezi (6-1, 235) 
and Rob Shirley (6-0, 230) are expected to duke it 
out for starting rights at fullback. 

Up front, the blocking corps should be a solid 
outfit with the return of four starters -- Austin 
King (6-4, 290, so.), Leon Brockmeier (6-7, 310, 
jr.), Wayne Lucier (6-4, 300, jr.) and Mike Souza 
(6-6, 305, jr.). Battling for the right to fill the lone 
vacancy in this area are lettermen Jack Harnedy 
(6-7, 305, sr.), Lance Clelland (6-5, 315, jr.) and 
Adam Fay (6-4, 305, jr.), while others who'll be 
heard from in the O-line are redshirt freshmen 
Derek Martinez (6-6, 295) and Carl Matejka (6-5, 
305), as well as all-star frosh recruits Matt Ulrich 
(6-3, 300) and Ike Ndukwe (6-6, 310). 

Defensively, the Wildcats will be led into battle 
by junior linebackers Kevin Bentley (6-1, 235) 
and Napoleon Harris (6-3, 240), who finished 1-2 
on the team tackle charts last season when they re- 
corded a combined 258 tackles, including 15 for 
minus yardage with five quarterback sacks. 
Fellow junior Billy Silva (6-3, 245), who made 83 
tackles in ‘99, will again man the third backer 
post, while backup support in this area will come

Pat Durr (6-2, 235), Regis Eller (6-1, 235) and 
Vincent Cartaya (6-4, 240). 

The four-man front wall will be anchored by 
big-play end Dwayne Missouri (6-5, 270, sr.), who 
last year made 52 tackles, including 20 for minus 
yardage with five QB sacks. Junior Salem Simon 
(6-4, 270), who made 32 tackles in ‘99, is back at 
the other flank post, but he'll probably lose his 
Starting job to senior Conrad Emmerich (6-5, 
280), who made 65 tackles as a co-regular at line- 
backer last season. Senior Javiar Collins (6-6, 
315), who had 38 tackles and four QB sacks last 
year, returns to his tackle position, while lettermen 
Jeff Baer (6-3, 290, jr.) and Pete Chapman (6-3, 
295, so.) will get first shot at filling the vacant 
tackle slot. Toiling as top reserves in the D-line 
will be junior letterman Pete Konopka (6-4, 260) 
and redshirt freshmen Matt Anderson (6-4, 285), 
Ray Bogenrief (6-4, 260), Gabe Nyenhuis (6-4, 
270) and George Woods (6-1, 285). 

The head honcho of the secondary is All-Big 
Ten performer Harold Blackmon (6-0, 205, sr.), 
who picked off two passes and broke up 17 other 
enemy aerials last year. Also returning to their 
Starting spots in the deep zones are Rashad 
Morton (5-11, 210, sr.), Mycal Jones (5-11, 205, 
jr.) and Shegun Cummings-John (5-11, 200, jr.), 
and the leading backups here will be experienced 
lettermen Raheem Covington (5-9, 175, so.), Mar- 
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vin Brown (5-10, 200, jr.) and Rashidi Wheeler (6- 
0, 210, jr.). 

The kicking game will again be handled by 
punter J.J. Standring (6-0, 205, jr.) and placekick- 
er Tim Long (6-1, 195, sr.). A year ago, Standring 
averaged 40.5 yards per boot on 84 punts, while 
Long hit on 12 of 18 field goal tries and convert- 
ed 11 of 12 extra point attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: We believe 
this team will be improved right across the 
board. Especially on defense where a yeteran 
stop unit will definitely be a lot stingier than it 
was last season when it surrendered averages of 
388 yards and 27 points per game. So if North- 
western’s offense can make a much bigger con- 
tribution than it did a year ago, the Wildcats 
can at least flirt with a winning record this sea- 
son. It’s a prospect we'd be willing to bet on, 
but only if we got some pretty good odds!

At tight end, the Irish are blessed with the 
return of seniors Jabari Holloway (6-3, 260) and 
Dan O'Leary (6-3, 260), who caught a total of 25 
passes for 372 yards and five TDs last season. 
Notre Dame’s primary ball carrier is junior tail- 
back Tony Fisher (6-2, 225), who ran for a team- 
leading 783 yards and five scores last year. He 
also caught 18 passes for 297 yards and two TDs 


in ‘99, Also contributing at TB will be Julius 
Jones (5-10, 205, so.) and Terrance Howard (6-1, 
195, jr.), who ran for a combined 475 yards and 
four touchdowns as top reserves last fall, while 
rugged ‘99 co-regular Tom Lopienski (6-1, 245, 
jr.) will take over at fullback where he’ll be sup- 
ported by junior Mike McNair (6-0, 240) and 
senior Jason Murray (6-1, 260). 

Up front, the blocking corps should be consid- 
ered a team strength with the return of four starters 
-- guards Jim Jones (6-2, 310, sr.) and Mike Gandy 
(6-4, 320, sr.), and tackles John Teasdale (6-5. 
310, sr.) and Jordan Black (6-6, 315, jr.).

Senior Tony 
Driver (6-2, 215), a starter at strong safety in “98 
who lettered at tailback in ‘99, will battle sopho- 
more lettermen Gerome Sapp (6-0, 210) for start- 
ing rights at free safety, while 1999 two-game 
starter Ron Israel (6-0, 210, sr.) and junior letter- 
man Donald Dykes (5-11, 195) are expected to run 
1-2 at strong safety. Ticketed as top reserves in 
the deep zones are lettermen Jason Beckstrom (5-

Coach Bob Pruett and his 
charges enter a new era with holes to fill in half of 
the Herd’s starting lineup! 

The search for competent replacements begins 
at quarterback where record-setter Chad Penning- 
ton has gone on to the NFL after throwing for 
3,799 yards and 37 TDs a year ago! The apparent 
frontrunners for the job are sophomores Byron 
Leftwich (6-5, 220) and Stephen Galbraith (6-0, 
210), a transfer from Memphis. Leftwich con- 
nected on 7 of 11 tosses last year filling in for 
Pennington, who piloted last year’s Herd to aver- 
ages of 465.4 yards and 36.8 points a game! 

The Herd receiving crew lost speed burner 
James Williams, but there’s a solid crew of hold- 
overs including wideouts John Cooper (6-4, 200, 
sr.) and Nate Poole (6-1. 190, sr.), along with tight 
end Greg Kellett (6-3, 250, jr.). Poole was Mar- 
shall’s top pass grabber in “99 with 71 receptions 
for 1,122 yards and nine touchdowns, while 
Cooper had 18 catches and three scoring grabs.

Depth at WR is provided by Lanier Washington 
(6-2. 200, sr.), David Foye (6-1, 205, sr.) and ex-

Pettit (6-2, 245, jr.) works behind Kellett at TE. 
Washington had 42 catches with two TDs last sea- 
son, while Foye added 33 catches and five scores. 

Both of last fall’s top two ground gainers have 
departed, and it appears soph Chanston Rogers (5- 
9, 205, so.) will take over as the workhorse of the 
ground game. Soph Brandon Carey (5-10, 180), 
who sat out last fall’s action to catch up on his 
homework, is expected to be a significant contrib- 
utor to the ground attack. 

Up front, Coach Pruett has just two starters 
back from last year in his blocking contingent - 
tackle Steve Sciullo (6-5, 315, so.) and guard Jim- 
my Cabellos (6-4, 310, sr.). Senior Scott Harper 
(6-4, 285) is penciled in as the new starter at the 
other guard post, James Simons (6-5, 305, sr.) has 
earned the other OT assignment and soph Jeff 
Edwards (6-3, 255) will be posted over the ball at 
center.

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Kelly’s job all that more difficult. The trench 
team will be reconstructed around holdover start- 
ers Jimmy Parker (6-3, 280, sr.) at nose tackle and 
end Paul Toviessi (6-7, 260, sr.), with seniors 
Anthony Beckett (6-3, 275) and Ralph Street (6-0, 
245) due to fill the vacancies at DT and DE, re- 
spectively.

The new millennium marks the 100th year of 
Akron football, and the table is set for the Zips to 
make a real run at MAC honors this fall. That'll 
only happen, however, if Coach Lee Owens is 
able to make the Zips’ defense more of a comple- 
ment to what shapes up as a superb offensive unit 
this fall. 

Returning to pilot that strike force is fifth-year 
senior quarterback Butchie Washington (6-0, 
210), who’s already rewritten the Akron record 
books. Last fall, Washington passed for 1,896 
yards and 12 TDs against nine interceptions and 
also ran for a couple of scores. 

Akron also returns Washington's favorite tar- 
gets from a year ago, split end Jake Schifino (6-2, 
205, jr.) and senior flanker Lavel Bailey (5-10, 
180), Schifino pulled down 37 tosses for 452 
yards and one TD, while Bailey led the Zips in 
receiving with 42 catches good for 941 yards and 
nine scores. Soph Orlando Williamson (6-3, 195), 
who had nine grabs, will also be a factor at WR. 
Holding over at tight end is junior Tim Ritley (6- 
3, 235), who'll again be backstopped by soph 
Nick Fortener (6-2, 240). Ritley made 11 catches 
with one score last fall while Fortener added 10 
catches with one TD, 

The Akron running back stable is full of thor- 
oughbred performers, led by last year’s MAC 
freshman of the year, tailback Brandon Payne (5- 
10, 190, so.). Payne tripped for 845 yards and 13 
touchdowns last season, also pulling down 16 
aerials. He'll again be backstopped by senior 
Jimmie Gray (5-7, 165), who contributed 402 
yards and three TDs rushing, averaging 6,2 yards 
per carry. The Zips are also solid at fullback 
where senior Tony McCray (5-8, 205) and junior 
Matt Zuercher (6-1, 235) will again run 1-2. 
McCray rushed for 352 yards with two TDs a year 
ago. 

Couch Owens has three spots to fill in his 
offensive interior line, but he’s got a number of 
experienced lettermen ready to step into the gaps. 
Back on the job up front are center Scott Smith (6- 
4, 275, jr.) and tackle Jeff Grzeskowiak (6-5, 295, 
jr), with Temple transfer Konrad Dean (6-4, 315, 
jr) penciled in at the other OT slot, and letter win- 
ners Paul Ondrusek (6-3, 280, jr.) and Jeremiah 
Danielson (6-2, 280, sr.) filling the vacancies at 
guard. 

Akron’s major problem area on the defensive 
side is the linebacking unit where graduation 
claimed all three *99 regulars. But Coach Owens

Returning to call signals again will be soph quar- 
terback Dontrell Jackson (5-11, 175), who totalled 
528 yards and three rushing TDs a year ago. 
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Jackson also passed for 745 yards with six TD 
tosses and just three INTs. 

The receiving corps doesn’t get a lot of work, 
but flanker Raynald Ray (5-11, 200, sr.) was very 
effective last fall as he carried his 22 catches for 
466 yards and four TDs, an average of 21.2 yards 
per grab. He also rushed for 477 yards and four 
scores out of the Z-back slot. Joe Mohler (6-3, 
200, so.) had 10 catches at the other wideout slot, 
with letterman Marcion Royster (6-1, 180, jr.) 
also available. At tight end, incumbent Chris 
Knaack (6-3, 240, jr.) returns, with backup support 
in this area provided by Randy Pennington (6-3,

Heading the holdover running backs is soph 
tailback Chad Brinker (5-11, 190), last fall’s num- 
ber one ground gainer with 600 yards and five 
scores.

Soph Joe Sherrill (6-1, 215) is 
the incumbent at fullback where he netted 410 
yards with four scoring carries a year ago. 

Coach Jim Grobe has a good stable of offensive 
interior linemen back in uniform from a year ago, 
including holdover starters Chris Jackson (6-4, 
300, so.) at tackle, plus guards Nick Glowacki (6- 
6, 310, jr.) and Zach Holt (6-3. 280, sr). Doug 
Wooten (6-1, 280, so.) figures to fill the vacancy 
at center, while soph Erik Grahavoc (6-4, 285) is 
first in line to occupy the other tackle berth. 

The return of seven holdover starters to his 
defensive unit has Coach Grobe hopeful that the 
Bobcats will be stingier this fall than a year ago 
when they allowed 357.7 yards and 26.1 points 
per game, including 236.5 per contest to enemy 
passers. In the trench, junior DE Mike Fox (6-4,

Adams was among the team leaders in tack- 
les for losses last year with eight and tied for the 
team lead with five QB sacks. Others who figure 
prominently in the D-line setup are Drew Doll-

so.) and Andre Parker (6-1, 280, RFr.), 

All four of last fall’s regulars at linebacker 
return for action this time around -- Greg Baskin

on the outside, and the ILB duo of Matt Spitler (6- 
3, 240, sr.) and Tom Weilbacher (6-0, 235, so.). 
Weilbacher was second on last year's charts with 
89 tackles, while Spitler was credited with 61 hits. 

Brothers Donnie White (5-10, 190, sr.) and Bop 
White (6-0, 175, so.) anchor the secondary crew 
from their cornerback posts, along with holdover 
strong safety Chris London (5-10, 200, jr.), last 
fall's number one tackler with 107 hits to his cred- 
it. The White brothers made a combined nine pass 
interceptions a year ago, while Bop was also in on 
I] pass deflections. Soph Joe Sellers (5-10, 190) 
is due to open at the strong safety position, while 
the deep zone reserve crew includes senior Duffer 
Duffy (6-0, 190) and junior Arden Banks (5-9, 
190).

Hoeppner is likely to look to letterman Steve 
Little (5-10, 210, jr.) to fill Prentice’s old spot as 
he’s. the lone tailback returnee with any game 
experience. Also in the picture are redshirt fresh- 
men Andy Dooley (6-3, 215) and Darryl Robinson 
(5-11, 210), while the top candidates to fill the 
vacancy at fullback are Will Stanley (6-1, 235, 
RFr.) and Julian Goodman (6-2, 245, jr.), who 
played defensive end a year ago. 

Senior quarterback Mike Bath (6-2, 225) is a 
key holdover regular who'll be entering his third 
year as the RedHawks” starter. Bath is on pace to 
becoming Miami's all-time passing yardage and 
aerial TD leader, last year throwing for 2,525 
yards and 24 TDs against 13 interceptions. His 
18.3 yards per pass completion was third best 
nationally in ‘99. Also back is valuable backup 
John Schacke (6-1, 200, sr.), who’s coming back 
from a knee injury that limited him to three games 
a year ago. 

Also returning from a season-ending injury is 
slick wideout Sly Johnson (5-9, 185, sr.), who was 
averaging 29.8 yards per catch on 16 receptions 
with four TD grabs last fall before he was injured. 
With 4.3 speed, Johnson figures to be one of the 
top wideouts in the MAC this season. Miami's 
top returning pass catcher is senior Ty Buxton (5- 
8, 180), who had 23 caches for 336 yards and two 
scores in ‘99, Sophomores Chauncey Henry (6-1, 
205), Jason Branch (6-6, 210) and Randy Stegman 
(5-10, 190) will also see quality time at the receiv- 
ing posts. The incumbent at tight end is Mike 
Sullivan (6-4, 260, sr.), who'll again be supported 
by classmate Brett Bilins (6-5, 280). 

Coach Hoeppner will be rebuilding his offen- 
sive interior line around returning tackle co-regu- 
lars Alex Sulfsted (6-5, 300, sr.), Phil Hawk (6-5, 
315, jr.) and Joe Costello (6-6, 315, jr), with 
junior Jeremy Lee (6-4, 275) moving into the 
vacancy at center.

Letterman Aaron Alexander (6-0, 195, jr.), 
who made 35 catches with one TD grab, will oper- 
ate from the split end post, with support at the WR 
positions coming from redshirt freshman Andre 
Pinchem (5-9, 175) and Joe Fisher (5-11, 175, 
so.). At tight end, the vacancy will be filled by 
redshirt freshman Jason Van Dam (6-6, 240) or 
letterman Ross Durham (6-6, 245, so.).

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Toledo can pick right up where they left off! 

Back in uniform to trigger the potent, well-bal- 
anced Rockets’ strike force is junior quarterback 
Tavares Bolden (6-1, 205), who threw for eight 
touchdowns and 1,354 yards as a sophomore 
while running for 365 more yards and one score 
while averaging 5.6 yards per trip! He'll be back- 
stopped this fall by redshirt freshman Keon 
Frazier (6-1, 190). 

All of Bolden’s favorite targets from ‘99 return, 
led by seniors Mel Long (6-2, 195) and Lyle 
Green (6-1 215). Long snagged 47 aerials for 599 
yards and four scores to lead the Rockets in that 
category last season, while Green had 35 recep- 
tions for 312 yards and three TDs. Also ready to 
go are Toledo’s trio of freshmen wideouts from 
last season -- Donta Greene (5-8, 185, so.), Carl 
Ford (6-0, 175, so.) and Manny Johnson (5-8, 160, 
so.) -- who made a total of 57 catches last year. 
The lone vacancy on the O-side is at tight end 
where All-MAC pick Mike Bilik has graduated, 
leaving junior Jason Spiece (6-3, 230) and soph 
Greg Grothous (6-7, 250) to battle for the starting 
job. 

When Toledo chooses to run the ball, they'll 
hand the pigskin to senior All-America candidate 
Chester Taylor (5-11, 200), top dog in a fine stable 
of running backs. Taylor played all of last year 
with sprains in both ankles but still managed to 
scamper for 1,176 yards and a dozen scores, aver- 
aging 6.5 yards per carry, the second-best per 
carry average in the nation! He'll again be very 
capably supported by juniors William Bratton (5- 
11, 220), who rushed for 486 yards last season, 
and Antwon McCray (6-0, 205), who gained 424 
at nearly six yards per rush! 

Coach Pinkel is smiling from car to ear as he 
surveys his offensive interior line, led by all-star 
candidates Jim Harding (6-7, 305, sr.) at guard and 
tackle Michael Schaefer (6-6, 305, sr.). Junior 
Nick Otterbacher (6-1, 285) will again handle the 
pivot duties, while the other guard and tackle slots 
will be handled by lettermen Matt Comer (6-3, 
290, jr.) and Noah Swartz (6-6, 310, so.). Other 
veterans who'll provide standout backup support 
in the O-line include Chris Tuminello (6-3, 290, 
so.) and Jovan [lich (6-2, 290, sr.). 
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The Rocket stoppers ranked second in total 
defense in the MAC last fall, and with eight regu- 
lars back on duty for 2000, Toledo should be even 
tougher on opposing attack forces, Leading the 
defensive charge from his DE slot again will be 
All-MAC selection DeJuan Goulde (6-1, 250, sr.), 
who included 10 QB sacks among his 84 tackles. 
Returning at the opposite flank is junior Leo 
Frierson (6-2, 245), who had five sacks last fall, 
but he’s being pushed hard for the job by letter- 
man David Bockmore (6-4, 250, jr.). Junior Jake 
McLean (6-4, 280) is handling things at one tack- 
le post, with veteran Phil Gibson (6-2, 280, jr.) 
having earned starting rights at the other. Also in 
the D-line mix is letter winner Sameer Hamood 
(6-3, 275, jr.), who started four games late last 
season after missing three contests with an elbow 
injury. 

Toledo’s big loss on the stop side is at line- 
backer where two-time all-leaguer Jason Lamar 
has graduated. Coach Pinkel does have another 
All-MAC pick, Kevin Rollins (6-2, 225), holding 
over for his senior campaign, along with a number 
of veterans ready to fill the holes in the second line 
of defense. Rollins was second on last fall’s tack- 
le charts with 95 stops while leading the team with 
17 hits behind enemy lines and 14 QB sacks! 
Others in the battle for inside linebacker jobs 
include sophs David Gardner (6-3, 240) and Tom 
Ward (6-3, 235), plus junior Jason Manson (6-2, 
230). Senior [ra Singleton (6-1, 205) returns at 
“rover” where he had 72 stops a year ago, while 
junior Corey Morris (6-0, 200) is a leading candi- 
date to fill the “whip” LB post. 

Coach Pinkel’s major area of concern on the 
defensive side is his secondary, where there’s a 
wide open battle for the regular jobs, except at free 
safety where junior Andy Boyd (6-1, 200) is the 
veteran of the deep corps. Boyd, however, missed 
spring drills as he recuperated from surgery on 
both shoulders. Letter winners in the battle for 
starting assignments in the secondary include 
seniors Fabian Burke (5-11, 185) and Marcus Hill 
(5-10, 180), junior James Stanley (6-0, 185) and 
sophomore Jehu Anderson (6-1, 190). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Toledo has 
won more MAC games in the decade of the ‘90s 
than any other conference foe and the Rockets 
should build on that impressive measure of suc- 
cess in 2000! On the attack, Toledo will be even 
more productive than last fall’s excellent strike 
force, while the defense will improve on its very 
impressive showing of a year ago. The Rockets 
haye launched a potent effort that could result 
in a MAC championship come season’s end!

The Huskies finished 5-6 a year ago -- but it 
could haye been a helluva lot better as NIU lost 
three contests by a total of 12 points.

The Huskies averaged 345 yards and 263 
points a game a year ago, and both those stats 
should improve with nine holdover starters on the 
attack side, led by incumbent QB Chris Finlen (6- 
3,215, jr.). Finlen threw for the most TDs (12) by 
a Huskie QB in three decades, totalling 1,551 
yards through the air. Overall, however, NIU aver-

aged just 188 yards per game up top, and Coach 
Novak is focusing on improving the acrial game 
this fall. 

And that could happen with NIU returning 
seven of its eight top pass catchers from a year 
ago, including flanker Justin McCareins (6-3, 205, 
sr.) and split ends Darrell Hill (6-4, 200, sr.) and 
PJ.

The running game is in the very capable hands 
of senior tailback Williams Andrews (5-11, 205), 
who rushed for |,216 yards and nine touchdowns 
a year ago, Senior Ivory Bryant (6-0, 215) is a 
very capable backup at TB, and look for incoming 
frosh recruit Jason Hawkins (6-2, 215) to see sig-

Junior Alan Rood (6-0, 250) appears to have a leg 
up on classmate Marlon Rucker (6-0, 255) for the 
vacant fullback post. 

The NIU offensive interior line is a team 
strength, led by NFL prospect Ryan Diem (6-7, 
340, sr.) at tackle. Soph Tim Vincent (6-6, 285) is 
the incumbent at the other tackle position, seniors 
Kyle Jakubek (6-3, 280) and Matt Cockrum (6-5, 
285) hold over at the guard posts, and senior 
McAllister Collins (6-2, 300) is again over the ball 
at center. 

Despite getting beat up by Toledo and Marshall 
last fall, the Huskie defenders put up decent num- 
bers in allowing enemy attackers 359.1 yards and 
26.3 points per game. And with 12 of the top 14

Lewis Miskowicz (6-2, 275) and junior Trent 
Clemen (6-4, 245) are the returning regulars at the 
flanks, with junior Darian Tate (6-4, 280) back at 
tackle. Tate had 10 stops for minus yardage last 
season. Filling the vacancy at nose tackle is in- 
coming JUCO standout Rashad Walker (6-3, 275, 
jr). 

The Huskies return all three starters at line- 
backer from 4 year ago, plus there’s a host of 
experienced reserves ready to fill in when needed. 
Senior Kevin Selover (6-3, 230), who had eight 
tackles for losses and four QB sacks in *99, is 
back in the middle where he’s again flanked by 
senior Cameron Saulsby (6-1, 235) and soph Larry 
Williams (5-11, 230).

The Broncos romped to the West Division 
MAC title last year before losing the conference 
crown to unbeaten Marshall. And with 14 hold- 
over starters ready to go for 2000, the Broncos 
look ready to challenge again for league honors. 
There is, however, a huge “but!” 

And that’s in, “But who will succeed Tim Les- 
ter at quarterback for the Broncos?” Lester (3,639 
yards, 34 TDs passing in *99) leaves WMU as the 
owner of a host of school and MAC records and is 
fourth all-time in Division 1-A passing yardage! 
Coach Gary Darnell knows replacing Lester will 
be no easy task, but he’s high on the promise 
shown by understudy Jeff Welsh (6-3, 210, jr.), 
with JUCO transfer Ryan Harris 6-1, 200, jr.) 
ready to step in if Welsh falters, Lester's numbers 
will be hard to match as he led last year’s Broncs 
to 413.3 yards and 34 points per game, including 
311.8 yards per contest up top. 

WMU’s best offensive unit is the receiving 
crew that features All-America candidate Steve 
Neal (6-0, 190, sr.), along with senior Corey 
Alston (6-1, 215) and junior Josh Bush (5-9, 150). 
Neal ranks fourth all-time in MAC receiving 
yards, last year snagging 74 tosses for 1,113 yards 
and 11 TDs. Alston is WMU’s big play threat, last 
year catching 32 tosses for 720 yards (a 22.5-yard 
avg.) with eight TDs, and Bush pulled down 48 
throws for 562 yards and five scores. Soph Mo- 
bolaji Afariogun (6-3, 230) is dueling with senior 
Frank Bosworth (6-4, 230) for starting rights at 
tight end. 

The Broncos are not without talent in the 
ground game as well with the return of standout 
tailback Robert Sanford (5-11, 225, sr.), who 
scampered for 1,092 yards and eight TDs a year 
ago, averaging nearly five yards per carry. San- 
ford also caught a dozen throws, two of *em for 
TDs, Sanford is again backed up by junior 
Charles Woods (5-10, 195), while hard-nosed 
blocker Scott Selzer (6-0, 245, sr.) is the incum- 
bent at fullback. 

Coach Darnell welcomes back four regulars 
from a year ago in his offensive interior line -- 
tackles Paul Lambert (6-3, 290, sr.) and Matt 
Stover (6-3, 275, jr.), guard Jeff Hinson (6-2, 265, 
jr.) and center Colin Greezek (6-4, 285, sr.). Soph 
Jake Gasaway (6-3, 260) is battling with junior 
Adam Cones (6-5, 260) to fill the other OG slot. 

There’s some work to be done on restructuring 
the defensive unit, but with last year’s stoppers 
having yielded an unhealthy 404.1 yards and 31 
points per game, rebuilding might not be all that 
bad! In the trench, DE Scott Karstens (6-3, 245, 
sr.) and nose guard Marty Harig (6-3, 270, sr.) are 
returning regulars, Harig having tied for the team 
lead with four QB sacks in ‘99. Seniors Larry

cant DT and DE posts, respectively, with Anthony 
Allsbury (6-2, 250, so.) and Chris Browning (6-2, 
240, so.) expected to be major contributors in the 
D-line. 

The second line of defense is in solid condition 
with the return of three stalwarts from *99 -- ILBs 
Mario Evans (6-1, 230, sr.) and Garrett Soldano 
(6-0, 235, sr.) plus OLB Terrence Moore (6-3, 
205, sr.). Evans piled up 107 tackles a year ago, 
Moore contributed 58 and Soldano had 50. 
Backup support in this area will be provided by

The deep defense is led by All-MAC candidate 
Ronald Rogers (5-9, 175, jr.) at one corner where 
he made 70 tackles and led the Broncos with four 
pass thefts a year ago. Junior Rashad McDade (5- 
10, 175) is also a returning regular, but he’s being 
challenged for his CB slot by soph Joe Ballard (6-

attack side is senior quarterback Walter Church (6- 
4, 225), already a record-setter in his three years 
as EMU signal caller. Last year, Church threw for 
2,015 yards with eight TDs against a dozen inter- 
ceptions as the Eagles did most of their offensive 
damage up top, averaging 226.8 yards per outing 
overhead. He'll be ‘supported again this fall by 
soph Troy Edwards (6-2, 200). 

EMU loses its top two pass catchers from a 
year ago, but there’s eight letter winners back to 
fill the wide receiver and tight end slots. Seniors 
Matt Kelly (6-4, 250) and Willie Hawkins (6-2, 
275) are again in control at tight end where Kelly 
had 22 catches a year ago, with the contenders for 
WR assignments being sophs Kevin Walter (6-3, 
210) and Vince Nasca (6-2, 195), juniors Jamal 
Stevens (5-11, 185) and Erik Ibom (6-2, 205) plus 
seniors Adrian Barbera (6-1, 210) and Keijuan 
Douglas (5-6, 185). 

Last fall’s top two ball carriers -- Eric Powell 
(5-10, 220, jr.) and Reggie Gage (5-8, 200, sr.) -- 
are back in uniform, and Coach Woodruff is 
counting on dramatic improvement overland after 
EMU netted just 82.6 yards per game rushing a 
year ago. Powell gained 583 yards with three TDs 
in “99, with Gage adding 343 yards with eight 
scoring runs. Powell also made 30 catches, with 
Gage adding 15 grabs. 

A big plus for the attack is the return of four of 
last year’s regulars in the blocking crew, tackles 
Craig Cipa (6-5, 285, sr.) and John Grabowski (6- 
6, 300, jr.), plus guards Luis Garcia (6-1, 300, sr.) 
and Cory Annett (6-3, 300, jr.), Incoming JUCO 
transfer Kristofer Stark (6-2, 290, jr.) is given a 
good shot at filling the vacancy at center. 

The return of four of last fall's five top tacklers 
highlights the defensive outlook, led by the stand- 
out inside linebacker duo of Scott Russell (6-1, 
235, jr.) and Jason Short (6-4, 230, sr.). Russell 
was second on last year’s club with 105 stops, in- 
cluding four sacks, while Short made 97 hits with 
11 tackles behind enemy lines. Junior Kenny 
Philpot (6-2, 240) is a fixture at one outside backer 
position where he posted 97 tackles last season, 
including a team-best 20 hits for minus yardage 
and six QB sacks, Among the candidates for the 
other OLB slot are Fred Bateman (6-2, 215, so.),

The Eagles could be very strong up front where 
a host of veterans are ready to go. Nik Buckmeier

245, jr.) all started at least five games apiece last 
season, with Elliott Daniels (6-2, 235, so.) also 
under consideration for extensive playing time. 

Coach Woodruff’s primary concern on the D- 
side is his secondary, where strong safety London 
Lindsey (5-10, 190, jr.) is the lone incumbent from 
a year ago.

rior line, where Anders Hill (6-5, 280, jr.) returns 
at center, junior Matt Brayton (6-7, 300) is back 
on the job at one tackle post and James Alexander 
(6-4, 270, sr), Nick Ferguson (6-5, 290, jr.) and 
Kyle Croskey (6-3, 290, so.) shared time a year 
ago at the two guard posts. One of them may be 
shifted to fill the vacancy at the other tackle posi- 
tion, where lettermen Eric Dumont (6-6, 295, so.)

Over on the defensive side, the forward wall (or 
lack thereof!) is of major concern to Coach 
DeBord as not a single holdover starter is to be 
found! Taking up swords to secure regular posi- 
tions in the four-man front wall are sophs Dominic 
Mancini (6-3, 260), Marvin Smith (6-1, 260), Josh 
Skeel (6-1, 250) and Cullen Jenkins (6-2, 230), 
redshirt freshmen Mike Hickey (6-2, 280) and 
Matt Reynolds (6-3, 240), plus a good looking 
crop of frosh recruits -- William Brookshire (6-3, 
260), Jay Davidson (6-5, 260), Mike Morris (6-3, 
275), Kalani Muragin (6-3, 270) and Matt Wol- 
gemuth (6-4, 240). 

On the other hand, the linebacking and sec- 
ondary units are well fixed as incumbents from a 
year ago return to each of those spots. In the sec- 
ond line of defense, soph Darvin Lewis (6-3, 210) 
is again stationed in the middle, with Abdullah 
Muhammad (6-1, 205, jr.) protecting the weak 
side and senior Ralph Sewell (6-1, 185) patrolling 
the strong side. Lewis piled up 76 tackles a year 
ago and also had five pass interceptions! Sewell 
made 72 stops with four QB sacks and Muham- 
mad recorded 55 hits. 

In the secondary, Tedaro France (5-10, 170, jr.) 
and Seott Naz (5-10, 170, sr.) are again positioned 
at the corners, with Brian Leigeb (6-2, 185, sr.) at 
free safety and junior Rodrico Epps (5-10, 175) 
back at strong safety. Leigeb was the Chippewas’ 
number one tackler last fall with 121 stops, while 
Epps had 77. Leigeb also recorded two INTs. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Chip- 
pewas pulled out narrow victories in the final 
two games of the ‘99 campaign, and new head 
coach Mike DeBord is trying his best to build 
on that momentum this time out. His first task 
is to instill a winning attitude in his belea-

The triggerman of FSU's offense is senior quar- 
terback Chris Weinke (6-5, 240), who shot down a 
lot of people last season when he completed 232 
of 377 passes (61.5%!) for 3,103 yards and 25 
touchdowns with just 14 interceptions. He'll be 
supported by senior letterman Marcus Outzen (6- 
2, 220), sophomore Jared Jones (6-5, 235) and A- 
A frosh recruit Fabian Walker (6-2, 210). 

State lost both of its starting wideouts to grad- 
uation, but the receiving corps won’t miss a beat 
with the return of four experienced wide receivers

Stone (5-10, 190, so.) and 
Carlos Doggett (5-10, 210, so.), while the strong- 
blocking duo of Derek Roberts (6-1, 245, sr.) and 
Cotra Jackson (5-11, 220, so.) will again run 1-2 at 
fullback, 

Strong blocking is what the Wolfpack needs 
from an offensive interior line that'll be anchored 
by incumbent tackle Jarvis Borum (6-7, 345, sr.) 
and senior guard Alex Rice (6-4, 315), a big-time 
starter in ‘98 who was shelved by injuries in ‘99. 
The other guard post will be fought for by herald- 
ed JUCO transfer Reggie Poole (6-2, 310, jr.) and 
impressive sophomore Tim Turner (6-6, 325), 
while Keegan Weir (6-5, 290, jr.) and Derek Green 
(6-3, 280, so.) are back to share starting duties at 
center. First in line to fill the tackle berth opposite 
Borum is sophomore Scott Kooistra (6-4, 310), 
who saw limited action at OT last season, 

Defensively, State was very respectable in “99 
and will be even better this time around while 
operating out of a new 4-3 alignment. 
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Leading the charge up front will be tackle Nate 
Goodson (6-2, 275, jr.), who last year made 62 
tackles, including nine for minus yardage and 
three QB sacks. He'll again be supported by soph- 
omore lettermen Jerrick Hall (6-1, 290) and Shane 
Riggs (6-3, 275), while powerful senior Jeff 
Fisher (6-1, 290) returns at nose tackle where he'll 
be very strongly supported by 1999 co-regular 
Darius Bryant (6-1, 300, jr.) and junior Rashad 
Streets (6-1, 310), a starter in ‘98 who sat out the 
*99 campaign. One flank post will again be shared 
by big-play performers Brian Jamison (6-2, 240, 
jr.) and George Anderson (6-0, 250, so.), who re- 
corded a combined 80 tackles with 10 quarterback 
sacks last fall, while the other end position will be 
shared by 1999 co-regular Corey Smith (6-2, 250, 
je.) and Northwestern transfer Drew Wimsatt (6-3, 
245, s0.). 

As good as State's four-man trench is, the real 
strength of the Wolfpack defense is a super-quick 
linebacking corps that has great depth and takes 
no prisoners. Clayton White (6-0, 230, sr.) and 
Leyar Fisher (6-1, 235, jr.) are a couple of demons 
at the outside backer positions, as they demon- 
strated last season when they made a total of 190 
tackles, including 28 for minus yardage with eight 
quarterback sacks! They'll again be supported by 
1999 co-regulars Corey Lyons (5-11, 210, jr.) and 
William Pannell (6-3, 220, jr.), who made a com- 
bined 104 tackles with three sacks last fall, while 
tackling machine Dantonio Burnette (5-10, 230, 
§0.), Who recorded 123 stops and four sacks in “99, 
returns to his middle linebacker post where he'll 
share time with Edrick Smith (6-0, 245, so,), a big 
play starter in ‘98 who was sidelined by injuries 
last season. 

Spearheading the secondary are free safety 
Brian Williams (6-0, 200, jr.) and strong safety 
Adrian Wilson (6-3, 215, jr). A year ago, they 
recorded an aggregate 235 tackles and intercepted 
a total of five passes. The top reserve at safety is 
special teams demon Terrence Holt (6-2, 205, so.), 
while the vacant cornerback posts will be fought 
for by highly-regarded JUCO transfers T. Alford 
(5-11, 180, so.), Kerrick Sanders (5-11, 185, jr.) 
and Victor Stephens (6-2, 180, jr.), as well as let- 
termen Anthony Cason (5-10, 185, jr, Rod 
Johnson (5-9, 175, so.) and Julius Patterson (5-10, 
180, so.). 

Senior Kent Passingham (5-9, 175) returns to 
perform placekicking chores for the Wolfpack. A 
year ago, he hit on 9 of 14 field goal tries and con- 
verted 25 of 27 extra point attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If new quar- 
terback Phillip Rivers is as good as he showed 
during spring drills, and if the rebuilt blocking 
corps serves as the catalyst for an improved 
running game, State’s offense should be more 
productive than it was a year ago when it aver- 
aged only 325 yards and 20 points per game. 
And if that happens, the Wolfpack’s gonna 
devour a lot of people this season because their 
defense promises to wreak a lot of havoc when- 
ever it’s turned loose. Don’t be surprised if 


State surprises. And in a big way!

George O'Leary's Yellow Jackets would've 
had a great shot at going unbeaten last season if 
their defense was a stronger complement to Tech's 
high-octane offense. But it Wasn't, so they didn’t, 
As for Tech's prospects this season, the loss of 
standout quarterback Joe Hamilton and three 
starters in their blocking corps may prevent the 
Jackets from matching their ‘99 achievements 
even though their defense looks to be a lot better 
than it was last year. 

Offensively, the new man under center at the 
conclusion of spring drills was junior letterman 
George Godsey (6-2, 210), who edged out talent- 
ed redshirt freshman Andy Hall (6-2, 195) for the 
starting QB job. Also in the picture here are soph- 
omore Jermaine Crenshaw (6-], 205) and redshirt 
freshman Brian Camp (6-1, 215), as well as A-A 
frosh recruits Mark Logan (6-0, 185) and Brandon 
Sumner (6-3, 215). 

Tech’s new quarterback will be playing catch 
with several outstanding wideouts headed by 
alternating flankers Kelly Campbell (5-11, 170, 
je.) and Kerry Watkins (5-11, 185, so.). A year 
ago, Campbell caught a team-leading 69 passes 
for 1,105 yards and 10 touchdowns, while Watkins 
hauled in 33 tosses for 476 yards and six TDs, 
Senior letterman Jon Muyres (6-2, 200) looked 
great during spring drills as he cemented his hold 
on the starting split end job,while the top reserves 
at the wideout positions will be lettermen Brett 
Basquin (6-1, 200, sr.) and Will Glover (5-10, 
180). 1999 co-regular Russell Matvay (6-4, 250, 
jr.) will take over at tight end, and he'll be strong- 
ly supported by sophomores Brian Lee (6-5, 255) 
and Will Heller (6-5, 250), as well as super A~A 
frosh recruit J.P. Foschi (6-5, 250). 

The Jackets are very strong at tailback where 
starting duties will be shared by Sean Gregory (6- 
0, 210, jr.) and Joe Burns (5-10, 205, so.). Greg- 
ory ran for a team-leading 837 yards and 13 touch- 
downs last fall, while Burns, who was sidelined by 
injuries in “99, led the team in rushing as a true 
freshman in 1998. They'll be backstopped by 
promising sophomores Sidney Ford (5-9, 205), 
Mike Kitchen (5-9, 200) and Gordon Clinkscale 
(5-10, 185), while strong-blocking senior Ed 
Wilder (6-2, 255) returns at fullback where he'll 
again be supported by sophomore letterman Gary 
Johnson (6-1, 245), 

Coach O'Leary will rebuild his offensive line 
around two returning starters in all-star tackle 
Chris Brown (6-6, 320, sr.) and guard Brent Key 
(6-4, 290, sr.). During spring drills, senior letter- 
man David Schmidgall (6-2, 285) won the starting 
center job, and the vacant guard and tackle slots 
were filled by heralded redshirt freshmen Clay 
Hartley (6-4, 290) and John Bennett (6-5, 295), 
respectively. Ticketed as top reserves in the 
blocking corps are center Hugh Reilly (6-4, 285, 
80,), guards Ashley Henderson (6-3, 280, so.) and 
Will Hardy (6-4, 300), and tackles Jason Kemble 
(6-4, 305, jr.) and Dustin Vaitekunas (6-7, 320).

recorded an aggregate 81 tackles. Returning as 
excellent backups at the tackle spots are lettermen 
Berwin Echols (6-3, 300, sr.), Tony Robinson (6- 
4, 300, sr.) and Bryan Corhen (6-4, 295, jr.), who 
made a total of 44 tackles last fall, while the top 
reserves at the end posts will be 1999 co-regular 
Nick Rogers (6-2, 250, jr.) and sophomore letter- 
men Fred Wright (6-4, 255) and Kelvin Hughley 
(6-2, 245). And the D-line will be strengthened 
further by the addition of big-play frosh recruits 
Alfred Malone (6-4, 250) and Reggie Koon (6-4, 
285). 

The linebacking corps gets a huge boost with 
the healthy return of middle linebacker Matt 
Miller (6-4, 250, jr.), a big-time starter in “98 who 
was shelved by injuries in ‘99, Sophomore Re- 
cardo Wimbush (6-1, 220) returns to his outside 
backer post, while 1999 six-game starter Ross 
Mitchell (6-2, 240, jr.) will duke it out with 
Arizona State transfer Cody Price (6-2, 235, jr.)

In the three years that he’s been the head man 
in College Park, Ron Vanderlinden’s Terrapins 
have gotten progressively better, especially last 
season when the Terps fell seven points short of 
seven victories (they lost by four to Virginia and 
by three to Duke). This time around, we believe 
that the Terrapins won’t fall short of the 500 bar- 
rier; in fact, we wouldn’t be surprised if they took 
a big jump over it! 
Jump-starting the Maryland offense again will 
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be sophomore quarterback Calvin McCall (6-3, 
195), who did a very good job as a redshirt fresh- 
man last season when he completed 93 of 179 
passes for 1,264 yards and five touchdowns with 
just three interceptions. And he also ran for 256 
yards and one TD on 79 carries (a 3.2 avg.). 
McCall will be strongly supported by sophomore 
letterman Latrez Harison (6-3, 220), all-star 
JUCO transfer Shaun Hill (6-3, 225, jr.) and A-A 
frosh recruit Chris Kelley (6-2, 195). 

The receiving corps is not a team strength, but 
it should be more than adequate. One wideout 
position will again be shared by Jason Hatala (5- 
10, 175, sr.) and Guilian Gary (6-0, 180, jr.), who 
caught a combined 35 passes for 507 yards last 
fall. Vying for the other WR post are ‘99 letter- 
men Omar Cheeseboro (6-2, 190, sr.) and Scooter 
Monroe (6-1, 190, so.), as well as junior Moises 
Cruz (5-11, 175), a starter in ‘97 and ‘98 who sat 
out last season. At tight end, the new starter will 
be either promising redshirt freshman Jeff Dugan 
(6-4, 260) or junior Matt Murphy (6-5, 260), who 
lettered as a defensive end last season.

And 
maybe they can — but only if Head Coach Carl 
Torbush exhorts his offense to move the pig with 
greater consistency than it did a year ago. 

Before they can even think about doing that, 
the Heels must successfully rebuild an offensive 
interior line that lost all five starters to graduation. 
Getting first shot at replacing the departees are 
1999 co-regular Cam Holland (6-2, 305, sr.) at 
center, and four other experienced lettermen -- 
guards Isaac Morford (6-3, 305, so.) and Bryant 
Malloy (6-3, 315, so.), and tackles James Wagstaff 
(6-3, 360, sr.) and Louis Marchetti (6-6, 295, sr.). 
Also in the hunt for starting assignments are junior 
letterman Adam Metts (6-1, 280) and five promis- 
ing redshirt freshmen -- Riko Feemster (6-5, 320),

Carolina really needs improved play at quarter- 
back, and they should get it with the healthy return 
of junior Ronald Curry (6-2, 205), who ran and 
passed for 908 yards and five touchdowns last 
year despite playing in only the first five games 
because of a season-ending injury he sustained in 
the second quarter of the Georgia Tech game. 
He’ll be supported by lettermen Luke Huard (6-4, 
220, so.) and Antwon Black (5-11, 190, sr.), who 
threw for only 495 yards and one TD while start- 
ing a total of five games last fall.

last year. Lettermen Danny Davis (6-0, 190, jr.), 
Chesley Borders (6-0, 180, so.), Sam Aiken (6-2, 
190, so.) and Bosley Allen (6-1, 190, so.) are 
banging heads for starting rights at the other wide 
receiver position, while seniors Alge Crumpler (6-

The Tar Heels are in better shape at tailback

Dayenort (6-2, 235), a punishing runner who 
offers a rare combination of power and speed. 
Davenport was actually the starter here in ‘99 
before going down with a season-ending injury in 
the very first game. Strong-blocking senior letter- 
man Will McPartland (6-0, 230) is the new starter 
at fullback, and he'll be supported by fellow let- 
termen Robert Williams (6-4, 245, jr.) and Nick 
Nettles (6-2, 250, so.). 

Up front, the blocking corps welcomes back 
three starters -- tackle Joaquin Gonzalez (6-5, 295, 
jr.) and guards Greg Laffere (6-5, 310, sr.) and 
Martin Bibla (6-4, 295, jr.). Junior letterman Scott 
Puckett (6-3, 280) and sophomore Brett Romberg 
(6-3, 295) are expected to run 1-2 at center, while 
sophomore letterman Sherko Rasouli (6-6, 315) 
and redshirted JUCO A-A Bryant McKinnie (6-9, 
335, jr.) will duke it out for starting rights at the 
tackle spot opposite Gonzalez.

In the nine years he’s been head football coach 
at Syracuse, Paul Pasqualoni has led the Orange- 
men to an impressive 75-31-1 mark, including five 
wins in seven bowl appearances. And Coach P 
figures to build on that success this season -- but 
only if he successfully rebuilds his blocking corps 
while also getting improved play at quarterback. 

Consider the latter a done deal with the arrival 
of JUCO transfer Chad Elliott (6-3, 205, jr.), an 
accomplished quarterback who lettered as a co- 
regular at Arizona State two years ago when he 
completed 39 of 73 passes for 365 yards and one 
TD. A year ago at American River Junior College, 
Elliott hit on 168 of 319 pass attempts for 2,843 
yards and 19 touchdowns. Battling Elliott for first 
string status will be *99 starter Troy Nunes (6-1, 
185), who last year completed 95 of 161 passes for 
1,141 yards and 11 TDs, and also ran for 157 yards 
and three more scores. Also in the mix at QB are 
promising redshirt freshman RJ. Anderson (6-1, 
225) and junior Madei Williams (6-2, 220), who 
ran and passed for a total of 871 yards and four 
touchdowns as a co-regular last season. 

Senior Pat Woodcock (5-9, 170), who caught 
24 passes for 402 yards and three TDs in ‘99, is 
the leading returnee at wide receiver, while the 
other wideout slot should be filled by 1999 co-reg- 
ular Malik Campbell (6-2, 190, jr.), who snared 19 
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tosses for 308 yards last fall. They'll be support- 
ed by. lettermen Maurice Jackson (5-8, 160, jr.) 
and David Tyree (6-1, 195, so.), as well as A-A 
frosh recruit Johnnie Morant (6-5, 225), while 
junior letterman Graham Manley (6-3, 255) and 
A-A JUCO transfer Jeremie Frazier (6-6, 260, jr.) 
are first in line to fill the vacancy at tight end. 

SU is strong at tailback with the return of Dee 
Brown (5-10, 210, sr.) and James Mungro (5-9, 
205, jr.), who ran for a combined 1,278 yards and 
nine touchdowns last fall. Sophomore Chris Da- 
vis (5-11, 215) and heralded frosh recruits Walter 
Reyes (5-11, 205) and Diamond Ferri (5-10, 200) 
will also be heard from at TB, while hard-running 
senior Kyle Johnson (6-1, 240) returns at fullback 
where he'll be supported by sophomore George 
Scott (5-11, 235) and A-A redshirt freshman 
Lenny Cusumano (6-3, 235). 

Junior guard Joe Burton (6-5, 290) is being 
counted on to anchor the rebuilt blocking corps. 
1999 co-regulars PJ, Alexander (6-4, 290, jr.) and 
Sean O’Connor (6-4, 295, jr.) will fill the vacan- 
cies at center and guard, while sophomores Shane 
LaVigne (6-2, 295) and Erik Kaloyanides (6-4,

tackle posts. Depth in the O-line will be provided 
by junior Giovanni DeLoatch (6-5, 315), seniors 
Vaughn Smith (6-2, 305) and Emerson Kilgore (6-

(6-0, 220) will fill the vacant outside backer slot, 
with reserve support at LB coming from junior let- 
terman Rodney Wells (6-0, 225) and promising 
redshirt freshmen Rich Scanlon (6-1, 220) and 
Jameel Dumas (6-2, 220). 

The secondary is yery solid and is headed by 
three returning starters -- cornerback Will Allen 
(5-11, 185, sr.), free safety Quentin Harris (6-0, 
205, jr.) and strong safety Willis Ford (6-2, 195, 
jr), who intercepted a total of five passes while 
also breaking up 25 other spirals last season. 
Lettermen Will Hunter (5-10, 180, jr.) and Latroy 
Oliver (5-7, 180, so.) are first in line to fill the 
vacant CB slot, while the leading backups in the 
deep zones figure to be junior lettermen Charles

Juniors Amir Puri- 
foy (6-2, 240) and Nick Cole (6-2, 235) will again 
share one outside backer position, with 1999 co- 
regular Brian Beinecke (6-11, 215, so.) and “98 
co-regular Kody Miller (6-1, 220, sr.) expected to 
run 1-2 at the other OLB spot. 

The four-man front wall welcomes back two 
starters in end Bryan Knight (6-2, 235, jr.) and 
tackle Mike White (6-3, 285, sr.). Sophomore let- 
terman Ryan Smith (6-4, 250) will get the starting 
call at the flank spot opposite Knight, while junior 
letterman Joe Conlin (6-5, 280) expects to fill the 
vacant tackle slot. Also expected to contribute in 
the D-line are lettermen Brandon Dewey (6-4, 
260, jr.) and Nigel Neal (6-3, 295, sr.), as well as 
all-star redshirt freshmen Darrell McMurray (6-4, 
300) and Penny Semaia (6-5, 320). 

The secondary is anchored by All-Big East free 
safety Ramon Walker (6-0, 195, so.), a devastating 
hitter who led the team in tackles (131) last sea- 
son. Other returning starters here are strong safe- 
ty Mark Ponko (5-10, 200, jr.) and cornerback 
Demetrious Rich (5-10, 175, so.). Sophomore let- 
termen Robb Butler (6-0, 185), Taron Gray (5-10, 
185) and Shawn Robinson (6-1, 180) are banging 
heads for the right to man the vacant cornerback 
post, while A-A JUCO transfer David Routt (6-4, 
210, so.) will also be heard from in the deep zones. 

Junior placekicker Nick Lotz (6-2, 210) is a 
real plus for this team. A year ago, he hit on 13 of 
17 field goal tries and converted 30 of 33 PAT 
attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The well- 
coached Panthers are gonna be on the prowl 
this season!

210). 

The receiving corps is headed by junior wide- 
out Dedrick Dewalt (5-9, 175), who last year 
caught a team-leading 38 passes for 604 yards and 
four touchdowns.

In the five years that Charlie Weatherbie has 
been head coach at Navy, the Middies have won 
29 games while establishing themselves as a team 
to be reckoned with.

And a big plus at ILB is the return of 
junior Jake Bowen (6-2, 240), a co-regular in ‘97 
who spent the last two years on a Mormon mis- 
sion. 

The leader of Navy’s three-man front wall is 
senior end Brad Wimsatt (6-4, 260), who last year 
recorded 58 tackles and seven quarterback sacks. 
1999 co-regular Michael Wagoner (6-3, 240, jr.) 
will man the other flank post, while the nose guard 
berth will be shared by promising sophomores 
Juan Morejon (5-11, 270) and Alan Thompson (5- 
10,270). Juniors Dan Venuto (6-6, 280) and Josh 
Wolf (6-3, 230) will provide backup support at the 
two flank spots. 

The secondary welcomes back three starters in 
free safety Chris Lepore (6-0, 195, sr.) and cor- 
nerbacks Bas Williams (5-10, 185, jr.) and Davede 
Alexander (5-9, 170, sr.). Junior lettermen De- 
Juan Cromer (5-10, 185, jr.) and Brian Bourgeois 
(5-9, 200) are expected to run 1-2 at the vacant 
strong safety post, while the top reserves in the 
deep zones will be 1999 co-regulars Mike Wied! 
(5-7, 180, sr.) and Marcus Jackson (5-10, 180, jr.), 
as well as promising sophomore Clyde Clark (6-1, 
190) and junior lettermen Eric Homa (5-8, 180) 
and Jeff Gaddy (5-11, 180). 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Simply stat- 
ed, the Middies are gonna do a lot of damage 
this season. Their potent, run-oriented attack 
force will conquer just as much (or more!) ter- 
ritory as it did a year ago while averaging 390 
yards and 27 points per game, and their 
defense has the potential to be better than it 
was last season when it surrendered norms of 
361 yards and 26 points per outing. All told, we 
look for the Mids to finish on the plus side of 
500 this year.

UConn’s hoopsters have certainly made a name 
for themselves in College Basketball, and now it’s 
the Huskie gridders turn to try. Coach Randy Ed- 
sall leads UConn into its first season of Division 
1-A competition and eventual grid membership in 
the Big East Conference knowing it’s a rocky road 
ahead. 

UConn has been competing in the Atlantic 10 
Conference, and last year’s attack rang up just 
308.4 yards and 23.2 points per game. Coach Ed- 
sall will look to junior quarterback Luke Rich- 
mond (6-2, 235) to lead the Huskie attack this sea- 
son afler Richmond started the final two games a 
year ago. For the year, Richmond passed for 470 
yards and five TDs, He'll be pushed hard for the 
job by JUCO transfer Ryan Tracey (6-3, 215, jr.), 
and it looks from here like Tracey could wind up 
as the number one signal caller by kickoff time, 

UConn’s best receiver is senior flanker John 
Fitzsimmons (6-2, 200), who had a team-best 59 
receptions for 785 yards and five touchdowns a 
year ago. Again sharing time at split end will be 
soph Wes Timko (6-2, 180) and junior Ayo 
Sorrells (5-11, 180), who caught a combined total 
of 35 aerials last year, Senior Dan Deignan (6-2, 
240) is the incumbent at tight end, but he missed 
spring drills recuperating from shoulder surgery. 
In his absence, junior Rashad Drayton (6-4, 250) 
and soph Tommy collins (6-3, 240) saw most of 
the game time. 

Last season's leading ball carrier, junior tail- 
back Tabor Small (5-9, 195), is back in uniform 
after rushing for 757 yards and 14 touchdowns in 
‘99, Small also had 19 receptions with one TD 
catch. Chris Perrin (5-9, 200, so.), who lettered as 
a reserve last season, will back up Small, while 
redshirt freshman Malcolm Pinder (5-11, 210) 
looks to have won the starting nod at the vacant 
fullback slot. 

There’s but two returning regulars in the offen- 
sive interior line, guards Corey Derfuss (6-2, 285, 
sr.) and Mark Campoli (6-4, 295, jr.), but Coach 
Edsall has a slew of lettermen ready to fill in the 
gaps up front. Senior Steye Darby (6-3, 265) will 
be over the ball at center, with junior C.J, Hessel 
(6-4, 275) having started several games last fall at 
tackle, Also in the tackle picture are soph Steve 
Cully (6-4, 285) and redshirt freshman Ed Injay- 
chock (6-4, 265). 

There’s seven returnees from a year ago in the 
defensive first unit, but Coach Edsall is looking 
for a world of improvement over the D-squad that 
yielded 436.2 yards and 34.8 points a game a year 
ago. In the four-man front wall, the Huskies have 
six veterans with experience battling for playing 
time. Tackles Ronel Jumpp (6-0, 260, sr.) and 
Ryan Timko (6-1, 280, sr.) are each three-year let- 
termen, while soph Gregg Smoot (6-3, 255) 
moves from defensive end into a DT role this 
year. Sophomores Matt Jackson (6-3, 255) and 
Paul Hurley (6-2, 235) also figure in the D-line 
battle plan, Hurley apparently haying earned the 
starting nod at one flank slot. At the other termi- 
nal, ex-linebacker Jamar Wilkins (6-3, 235, sr.) 
will get the call. Wilkins was the number one 
tackler for the Huskies a year ago, recording 97 
stops. 

Last season’s defensive MVP, senior Brandon

Smith (6-1, 225), headlines the linebacking unit 
where he had 45 stops despite missing the final 
four games of *99 with a concussion. Soph Uyi 
Osunde (6-3, 225) started the final four contests of 
last year as a true freshman and averaged double 
digits in tackles in those outings. Junior Kamari 
Stroman (5-11, 200) had 10 starts at LB a year 
ago, with junior Jamie Lenkaitis (5-11, 230) and 
soph Razul Wallace (6-1, 215) also due to see sig- 
nificant game time in the second line of defense. 
Top dog in the Huskies secondary is junior cor- 
nerback Roy Hopkins (5-8, 175), a two-year regu- 
lar who had 78 tackles and an interception in ‘99. 
The other holdover starter in the deep defense is 
soph strong safety Jamal Lundy (5-11, 200), with 
junior Carl Bradford (5-8, 170) due to get the 
starting call at the commer opposite Hopkins and 
soph Antonio Grant (5-11, 180) penciled in as the 
new regular at free safety.

As we told you they’d be, the Washington 
Huskies were an improved football team in their 
first season under Head Coach Rick Neuheisel as 
they won seyen games and secured an invitation 
to the Holiday Bowl.

Washington's potent offense will again be guid- 
ed by gifted quarterback Marques Tuiasosopo (6-

ran for 541 yards and six TDs on 138 carries (a 3.9 
avg.). He'll be supported by two promising 
youngsters -- sophomore J.K. Scott (6-3, 215) and 
redshirt freshman Cody Pickett (6-4, 210). 

The Huskies lost some key performers at the 
wideout positions, but junior Chris Juergens (6-3, 
210) returns to his split end post after catching a 
team-leading 42 passes last fall. Junior letterman 
Todd Elstrom (6-3, 200), who caught 11 passes for 
234 yards and two scores in ‘99, will take over at 
flanker, while Jerramy Stevens (6-7, 250, so.), 
who had four TD grabs last year, is back at tight 
end where he'll be backstopped by strong-block- 
ing sophomore letterman Kevin Ware (6-2, 260). 

Spearheading a solid ground game will be 
alternating tailbacks Willie Hurst (5-10, 210, jr), 
Maurice Shaw (6-1, 220, sr.), Paul Arnold (6-1, 
200, so.) and Braxton Cleman (6-1, 215, jr.), who 
ran for a combined 1401 yards and 14 touch- 
downs last season. Hard-running senior Pat 
Conniff (6-1, 250) returns at fullback where he'll 
be supported by highly regarded JUCO transfer 
Albert Tuipulotu (6-1, 250, jr.).

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The offensive interior line stacks up as a team 
strength with the return of four starters and sever- 
al top reserves, Leading the charge here is pow- 
erful tackle Chad Ward (6-5, 330, sr.), who is 
rejoined in the starting lineup by center Kyle Ben 
n (6-3, 305, jr.), guard Rock Nelson (6-5, 300, jr.) 
and tackle Elliot Silvers (6-6, 310, sr.). Senior let- 
terman Matt Fraize (6-4, 305) is ticketed to fill the 
vacant guard slot, while outstanding backup sup- 
port in the blocking corps will be provided by 
1999 co-regular Dominic Daste (6-3, 305, sr.) and 
lettermen Wes Call (6-7, 310, sr.) and Elliott Zajac 
(6-4, 305, so.), as well as Iowa transfer Matt 
Rogers (6-5, 300, sr.) and talented redshirt fresh-

The linebacking corps is in good shape with the 
return of OLB Jeremiah Pharms (6-2, 260, sr.) and 
ILBs Derrell Daniels (6-1, 215, sr.) and Jafar 
Williams (6-0, 220, jr). A year ago, they made a 
combined 158 tackles, including 19 for minus 
yardage, 1999 co-regular Anthony Kelley (6-2, 
225, jr.) is first in line to man the outside backer 
post opposite Pharms, while the leading backups 
in this area will be lettermen Levi Madarieta (6-3, 
220, so.) and Jamaun Willis (6-2, 250, jr.), as well 
as sophomore Derek Noble (6-2, 230) and redshirt 
freshman Tyler Krambrink (6-1, 220). 

The secondary welcomes back three starters 
and is headed by cornerback Anthony Vontoure 
(6-1, 190, jr.), who led the team with six intercep- 
tions last year. Also returning to their starting 
posts here are strong safety Hakim Akbar (6-1, 
205, jr.) and free safety Curtis Williams (5-10, 
195, sr), while 1999 co-regular Roderick Green 
(5-11, 180, sr.) is expected to fill the CB slot 
opposite Vontoure. Also in the deep zone picture 
are junior lettermen Omare Lowe (6-0, 200) and 
Nick Olszewski (5-10, 190), and a big plus in this 
area is the healthy retum of Toure Butler (5-9, 
170, sr.), a starter at cornerback in *98 who was 
sidelined by injuries in “99, 

The kicking game is solid with the retum of 
punter Ryan Fleming (6-3, 185, sr.) and placement 
specialist John Anderson (6-1, 185, so.), Fleming 
averaged 40,2 yards per boot on 50 punts last sea- 
son, while Anderson hit on 13 of 18 field goal tries 
and converted 34 of 35 PAT attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Huskies 
could be heard from in a big way this season. 
Their well-balanced offense should easily

The receiving corps is headed by sophomore 
wideout Kareem Kelly (6-1, 185), who last year 
caught 54 passes for 902 yards and four touch- 
downs. Sophomore Marcell Allmond (6-1, 190), 
who snared 14 spirals for 233 yards and two TDs 
in *99, will take over at the wideout position, 
while others in the WR picture are sophomore let- 
terman Steve Stevenson (6-2, 200), redshirt fresh- 
man Sandy Fletcher (6-1, 185) and A-A frosh 
recruit Keary Colbert (6-1, 185). Strong-blocking 
senior Antoine Harris (6-4, 260), who caught eight 
passes last fall, is back at tight end where he'll be 
supported by sophomore letterman Scott Huber 
(6-3, 250) and all-star JUCO transfer Doyal Butler 
(6-3, 250, so.). 

Southern Cal’s fabled tailback position will be 
handled by committee this season with the return 
of four players who have logged regular duty in 
the past -- Sultan McCullough (6-0, 190, so.), 
Petros Papadakis (6-1, 210, sr.), Malaefou Muac- 
Kenzie (6-0, 215, jr.) and Miguel Fletcher (5-11, 
195, so.). Joining them in the fall will be A-A 
frosh recruit Chris Howard (5-11, 185), while the 
fullback post will again be shared by rugged 
blockers Charlie Landrigan (6-0, 225, jr.), Bren- 
nan Ochs (6-2, 235, sr.) and Chad Pierson (6-1, 
240, so.). 

The offensive interior line boasts three return- 
ing starters in center Eric Denmon (6-1, 285, sr.), 
guard Zach Wilson (6-5, 320, so.) and tackle Brent 
McCaffrey (6-5, 290, sr.).

Defensively, the Trojans feature a four-man 
front wall that’s anchored by super tackles Ennis 
Davis (6-4, 305, sr.) and Ryan Nielsen (6-5, 290, 
jc), who last year made a combined 70 tackles, 
including 13 for minus yardage and eight quarter- 
back sacks. One end post will be shared by *99 
incumbent Lonnie Ford (6-3, 250, jr.) and Sultan 
Abdul-Malik (6-3, 245, sr.), who started at outside 
linebacker last fall. They recorded a total of 52 
tackles with 17 for minus yardage and nine QB 
sacks last year. Senior Matt Childers (6-4, 270), 
who had 24 tackles and five sacks in “99, returns 
to the other flank post, where he'll again be sup- 
ported by senior Shamsud-Din Abdul-Shaheed (6- 
4, 260). Providing solid depth in the D-line will 
be lettermen Bernard Riley (6-3, 310, so.) and 
Bobby DeMars (6-4, 260, jr.), as well as A-A frosh 
recruits Nathan Goodson (6-5, 280) and Kenechi 
Udeze (6-3, 320). 

The second line of defense is spearheaded by 
middle linebacker Zeke Moreno (6-3, 250, sr.) and 
outside linebacker Markus Steele (6-3, 230, sr.). 
A year ago, they made a combined 199 tackles, 
including 19 for minus yardage with seyen quar- 
terback sacks. 1999 co-regular Kori Dickerson (6- 
4, 230, jr.) and big-play redshirt freshman Chris 
Prosser (6-3, 230) are banging heads for starting 
rights at the other OLB position, while the top 
reserves in this area will be lettermen Darryl 
Knight (6-3, 225, jr.), Henry Wallace (6-2, 220, 
jr.), Aaron Graham (6-1, 230, so.) and Mike 
Pollard (6-0, 230, so.), as well as A-A frosh recruit 
A.J. Single (6-3, 255). 

The bellwether of the secondary is junior cor- 
nerback Kris Richard (6-0, 185), who intercepted 
six passes last season, Senior Antuan Simmons 
(5-10, 190), who picked off three passes in *99, 
returns to the other cornerback slot, while senior 
Ifeanyi Ohalete (6-2, 225), who had 15 pass 
breakups and two interceptions while operating at 
free safety last year, will move to strong safety this 
season. Battling for the right to man the free safe- 
ty post are lettermen Frank Strong (6-1, 220, jr.) 
and DeShawn Hill (6-0, 200, so.), while solid 
backup support in the deep zones will be provided 
by lettermen Eric Reese (5-11, 215, jr.), Darrell 
Rideaux (5-9, 180, so.), Kevin Arbet (5-11, 180, 
so.), Troy Polamalu (5-10, 210, so.) and John

The four-man receiving corps is headed by 
returning starters Robert Prescott (5-11, 175, sr.) 
and Martin Maurer (6-4, 240, sr.) at slotback and 
tight end, respectively. Prescott caught 49 passes 
for 614 yards and two touchdowns last year, while 
Maurer also had two TD grabs among his 17 
receptions for 341 yards (a 20.1 avg!). 1999 co- 
regular T.J. Houshmandzadeh (6-2, 205, sr.), who 
snared 24 tosses for 387 yards and two scores in 
*99, will take over at flanker on a full-time basis, 
while Shawn Kintner (6-3, 200, so.) and Monjero 
Jones (6-0, 175, sr), who caught a combined 31 
passes for 410 yards and three touchdowns as top 
reserves last fall, will share starting duties at split 
end. Also in the WR picture are sophomore let- 
terman Seth Trimmer (6-4, 200) and speedy red- 
shirt freshman James Newson (6-1, 190), while 
lettermen Bennie Johnson (6-1, 250, sr.) and Mark 
Walsh (6-2, 250, jr.) are back as key reserves at 
tight end.

Toledo welcomes back starting QB Cory Paus (6- 
2, 210), who last year completed 95 of 197 passes 
for 1,336 yards and seven touchdowns as a red- 
shirt freshman, Challenging Paus for starting sta- 
tus is fellow sophomore letterman Ryan McCann 
(6-4, 220), who hit on 33 of 63 passes for 388 
yards last season. 

The receiving corps will be headed by juniors 
Freddie Mitchell (6-0, 190) and Brian Poli-Dixon 
(6-5, 220) at flanker and split end, respectively. 
Mitchell caught 38 passes for 533 yards last fall, 
while Poli-Dixon, who was sidelined by injuries in

Junior DeShawn Foster (6-1, 215) hopes to 
ignite a stronger ground game this season. A year 
ago, he ran for 375 yards and six TDs while shar- 
ing the tailback post with the now-graduated Keith 
Brown. Foster will be backstopped by senior let- 
terman Jermaine Lewis (5-7, 175) and A-A red- 
shirt freshman Akil Harris (6-0, 210), while 
strong-blocking junior lettermen Matt Stanley (6- 
3, 245) and Ed Stansbury (6-2, 260) are ticketed to 
run 1-2 at fullback.

The linebacking corps is headed by senior OLB 
Tony White (6-1, 250) and junior MLB Robert 
Thomas (6-2, 245), who made a combined 122 
tackles last fall. Junior Ryan Nece (6-2, 230) is 
back at the other OLB post, while super depth in 
this area is provided by 1999 co-regulars Marcus

The Sun Devils finished their ‘99 season on a 
low note when they were burned by Wake Forest 
in the Aloha Bowl. Head Coach Bruce Snyder 
thinks his charges will more than make amends 
for that fiasco as soon as the 2000 campaign gets 
under way. And they will — but only if senior 
quarterback Ryan Kealy bounces back from a sea- 
son-ending knee injury that he sustained in the 
Arizona game last November.

Across the scrimmage line, the four-man defen- 
sive trench will be anchored by end Saul Patu (6- 
3, 265, sr.) and tackle Jason Nikolao (6-2, 300, 
sr.), Who last year made a combined 86 tackles, 
including 27 for minus yardage with 14 quarter- 
back sacks! Lettermen Zack Freiter (6-3, 280, jr.) 
and James Rose (6-4, 295, sr.) are first in line to 
fill the vacant tackle slot, while the end post oppo- 
site Patu is being fought for by sophomore letter- 
men Seth McEwen (6-5, 260), Quinn Dorsey (6-4, 
250) and Kai Smalley (6-2, 250). 

The linebacking corps will be headed by senior 
middle linebacker Matt Smith (6-4, 250), who 
made 82 tackles with eight for minus yardage and 
three sacks last fall. 1999 co-regular Garrett Sabol

vacancies in this area, while the third backer posi- 
tion is being fought for by lettermen Wesley 
Mallard (6-2, 220, jr.), Michael Callier (6-0, 225, 
jr.), Garret Graham (6-4, 240, so.) and Billy Prince 
(6-1, 220, sr.).

We believe they will, 
and we also believe that Oregon’s defense may 
be a bit more vulnerable than it was last season 
when it yielded averages of 381 yards and 24 
points per outing. So if the Ducks are to chal- 
lenge for conference honors this season, they'll 
have to rely almost exclusively on their potent 
attack force to do it. Which isn’t a bad propo- 
sition!

The Stanford Cardinal parlayed an outstanding 
offense and a sack-happy defense into a PAC-10 
Championship and a berth in the Rose Bowl last 
year. But they'll be hard-pressed to give a repeat 
performance this season because they lost their 
starting quarterback and a super wide receiver to 
graduation, not to mention their top six tacklers on 
defense! 

The new man under center will be senior Joe 
Borchard (6-4, 225), who completed 42 of 71 
passes (59.2%) for 747 yards and seven touch- 
downs as the team’s No. 2 QB Jast fall. He'll be 
supported by senior letterman Randy Fasani (6-4, 
235) and A-A redshirt freshman Chris Lewis (6-3, 
210), one of the very best quarterbacks in the prep 
ranks two years ago. 

With the great Troy Walters having departed, 
the receiving corps will now be headed by 
DeRonnie Pitts (5-11, 195), who caught 58 passes 
for 853 yards and eight touchdowns last year. 
Junior letterman Ryan Wells (6-1, 190) should get 
the starting call at the other wide receiver spot, 
while seniors Russell Stewart (6-5, 255) and Matt 
Wright (6-5, 255) will again run 1-2 at tight end. 
Also expected to see a lot of playing time at the 
wide receiver positions are lettermen Caleb

Stanford’s big studs on defense are tackle 
Willie Howard (6-4, 295, sr.) and outside line- 
backer Riall Johnson (6-3, 245, sr.), both of whom 
earned All-PAC-10 honors last season when 
Howard made 54 tackles, including 19 for minus 
yardage with 10 quarterback sacks, and Johnson 
recorded 42 stops, including 17 for minus yardage 
with 13 quarterback sacks! 

Along with Howard, the returning starters in 
the four-man front wail are senior ends Sam 
Benner (6-5, 280) and Austin Lee (6-6, 285), who 
last year made a combined 46 tackles with seven 
QB sacks. Junior letterman Trey Freeman (6-3, 
315) and Northwestern transfer Craig Albrecht (6-

Head Coach Mike Price is 
convinced that his charges will fare a lot better this 
season, but if they’re to do so, they must rebuild 
their offensive line and convince their stop troops 
that it is more blessed to take than to give! 

Hoping to take over as quarterback is sopho- 
more Jason Gesser (6-1, 200). He earned his spurs 
as a top reserve last season when he completed 48 
of 95 passes for 445 yards and also ran for 145 
yards on 41 carries (a 3.5 avg.). But Gesser will 
have to beat back big-time challenges from A-A 
redshirt freshmen Matt Kegel (6-5, 225) and Kjell 
Nesen (61, 195), two of the best QBs in the prep 
ranks two years ago. 

The four-man receiving corps will be headed 
by incumbent split end Farwan Zubedi (5-10, 175, 
sr.) and 1999 four-game starter Marcus Williams 
(6-5, 230, sr.) at flanker. A year ago, Zubedi 
caught 29 passes for 369 yards and one touch- 
down, while Williams snared 28 tosses for 443 
yards and four TDs. Sophomore letterman Collin 
Henderson (6-1, 190), who caught 20 passes in 
“99. is expected to take over at the slotback posi- 
tion, while depth at the wideouts will come from 
super JUCO transfers Nakoa McElrath (6-3, 200,

The lone running back post is manned by 
sophomore Deon Burnett (5-11, 215), who ran for 
a team-leading 974 yards and 12 touchdowns last 
year, And he also caught 23 passes for 220 yards.

Adam Hawkins (5-10, 210), who ran for 252 yards 
and three TDs in *99, as well as A-A JUCO trans- 
fer David Minnich (6-0, 210, jr.), who ran for 
1,576 yards and 18 touchdowns on 203 carries (a 
7.7 avg!) at San Jacinto Junior College last season. 

Up front, the blocking corps will be rebuilt 
around two returning starters -- twin brothers 
Ryan Raymond (6-7, 310, sr.) and Reed Raymond 
(6-8, 315, sr.) at guard and tackle, respectively. 
The vacant center, guard and tackle slots will be 
filled by sophomore lettermen Tyler Hunt (6-3, 
280), Derrick Roche (6-6, 280) and Phil Locker 
(6-5, 300), while the leading backups in the O-line 
will be lettermen Joey Hollenbeck (6-4, 290, jr.)

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Starting lineup is incumbent outside backer 
Raonall Smith (6-2, 255, jr) and fellow OLB 
James Price (5-11, 220, jr.), a starter in ‘98 who 
sat out the "99 campaign. Ticketed as top reserves 
in this area are touted redshirt freshman Al 
Genatone (5-11, 220) and lettermen Serign 
Marong (6-2, 240, jr.) and Melvin Simmons (6-1, 
220, so.). 

The secondary boasts four returning regulars in 
strong safety Billy Newman (5-10, 200, jr.), free 


safety Lamont Thompson (6-2, 215, sr.) and cor- 
nerbacks Chris Martin (6-0, 185, sr.) and Marcus 
Trufant (5-11, 185, so.). Martin was a big-time 
starter two years ago who did not play last season. 
The leading backups in the deep zones will be all- 
star JUCO transfer Tyrone Ward (6-!, 175, jr), 
redshirt freshman Ira Davis (6-0, 200) and letter- 
men Mory Banks (5-11, 200, sr.) and Virgil 
Williams (6-1, 185, so.) 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: If their re-

Justin Gallimore (5-9, 
190, jr.) is a fixture at one cormerback position, 
while seniors Terrence Gibson (5-11, 175) and 
Ameer Lowe (6-1, 185) will again run 1-2 at the 
other CB post. Senior John Howell (6-0, 195) is 
back at free safety, while 1999 co-regulars Aaron 
Sprague (6-2, 205, jr.) and Jason Gallimore (5-9, 
190, jr.) will share starting duties at strong safety. 
Also expected to see a lot of playing time in the 
deep zones are 1999 co-regular Rhett Nelson (6-0, 
190, so.) and talented redshirt freshman Lenzie 
Williams (6-1, 195). 

A big plus for this team is the return of senior 
placekicker C.W. Hurst (5-10, 190). A year ago, 
he hit on 9 of 14 field goal tries and converted 39 
of 40 PAT attempts. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: Offensively, 
the Rams will attack their foes with a well-bal- 
anced strike force that'll be even more produc- 
tive than it was a year ago when it averaged 371 
yards and 30 points per game. As for CSU’s 
stop troops, we don’t think they'll be a team 
strength, but we do think they'll be less gener- 
ous than they were last season when they yield- 
ed averages of 373 yards and 22 points per out- 
ing.

The Aztecs failed to finish on the plus side of 
500 last season, but they deserved a much better 
fate because they outgained and outscored their 
foes by relatively comfortable margins.

Well, they were victimized by incon- 
sistency on both sides of the ball, plus they also 
committed a lot of turnovers and got hit with a 
plethora of untimely penalties. But enough of the 
past, what will the 2000 season bring? Can the 
Aztecs get back on the winning track this year? 
Well, Head Coach Ted Tollner thinks they can. 
And so do we -- but it won't be easy! 

Offensively, this team is well-stocked at the all- 
important skill positions. At the helm of State’s 
attack force is senior quarterback Jack Hawley (6- 
2,215), who did a very good job last season when 
he completed 145 of 266 passes (54.5%) for 1,942 
yards and 15 touchdowns with just 10 intercep- 
tions. In reserve at QB are sophomore letterman 
Lon Sheriff (6-2, 220) and super frosh recruits 
Danny Armstrong (6-1, 190) and Jon Stoner (6-2, 
195). 

The four-man receiving corps will be headed 
by All-Mountain West tight end Gray McNeill (6-

2,195, jr.). McNeill is a solid blocker who caught 
22 passes for 283 yards and two TDs last fall, 
while Lewis hauled in 26 spirals for 551 yards and 
four touchdowns in ‘99, Senior Sean Pierce (5-9, 
175), who caught 21 passes last season, returns to 
his H-back position, while 1999 co-regular J.R. 
Tolver (6-1, 205, so.), who had two TD grabs last 
year, will take over at split end. Backup support 
at TE will come from JUCO transfer Brian Gelt 
(6-2, 250, jr.) and redshirt freshman Raleigh 
Fletcher (6-4, 260), while the top reserves at the 
WR posts will be lettermen Bill Hammett (6-2,2

He also 
threw for 599 yards and three TDs in *99, Thies- 
sen will be supported by junior Keith Boyea (5-10, 
200), a quick, powerful runner who was suspend- 
ed from the Academy last year. 

The lone wide receiver post will be manned by 
1999 co-regular Ryan Fleming (6-5, 220, jr.), who 
had one TD grab last fall. He'll be backstopped 
by senior Dustin Ireland (6-0, 200) and sophomore 
Brian LaBasco (5-10, 185), while strong-blocking 
seniors Andy Malin (6-3, 240) and Chris Jessop

Exciting senior halfback Scotty McKay (5-8,

He’ll be supported by highly 
regarded redshirt freshmen Jeremy Hurd (5-10, 
180), Kyle Herm (5-8, 175) and Jeff Vanover (5- 
11, 205). 

The Owls don’t throw the ball all that much, 
but when they do they'll have a good target to aim 
at in junior split end Gilbert Okoronkwo (6-3, 
200), who caught 11 passes for 163 yards as a co- 
regular last fall. Also contributing at split end are 
junior lettermen Evan Meeks (5-10, 180) and Matt 
Webber (5-10, 170), while strong-blocking junior 
letterman Brandon Manning (6-4, 250) will take 
over at tight end where he'll be supported by fel- 
low junior Mark Lee (6-2, 240) and redshirt fresh- 
man Mike McDougall (6-4, 250). 

Rice’s stable of ball carriers is headed by half- 
back Leroy Bradley (5-11, 205, jr.) and fullback 
Jamie Tyler (6-0, 220, jr.), who ran for a combined 
841 yards last season, Anthony Griffin (5-10, 200, 
sr.) and Vincent Hawkins (5-8, 175, so,), who

yardage. 1999 co-regular Rashard Pittman (5-11, 
230, jr.) will take over at the inside backer spot op- 
posite Thompson, while sophomores Scott Huff- 
man (5-10, 220) and Justin Engler (6-2, 215) will 
see a lot of action in support of the regulars.

All-star candidate Clark Roosendaal (6-6, 305, 
sr.) is the only returning regular in the offensive 
interior line, with redshirt freshman Alan Parker 
(6-6, 290) expected to start at the tackle slot oppo- 
site Roosendaal. The primary combatants to fill 
the vacancies at the two guard spots are JUCO 
transfers Sean Folweiler (6-3, 275, jr.) and Nick 
Rae (6-4, 290, jr.), along with junior Matt Cannon 
(6-4, 280). Redshirt freshman Evan Shuler (6-3, 
275) is battling with soph letterman Cody Johnson 
(6-4, 270) for starting rights at center. 

Coach Tormey intends to play an attacking 
eight-man front as his principal defensive scheme, 
and he’s got two holdover D-line starters to build 
around this fall -- tackle Horacio Leyva (6-4, 250, 
jr.) and DE Ronnie Taylor (6-4, 250, sr.). Rickie 
Stevens (6-2, 275, sr.) and redshirt freshmen John 
Fehoko (6-3, 285) and Isaiah Ross (6-3, 305) are 
expected to be factors at defensive tackle, with 
Jacob Silicz (6-5, 240, jr), Steve Sylvester (6-4, 
235, jr.) and redshirt frosh Brant Hill (6-4, 240) 
making impacts at DE. 

The only other returnee on the D-side is inside 
linebacker Josh Smith (6-1, 235, sr.), who ranked 
fourth on Jast year’s squad with 91 tackles. Junior 
veteran Jeff Peterson (6-1, 220) is set to start at the 
other ILB slot, while the leading contenders to fill 
the vacancies at OLB are senior lettermen Chris- 
tian Broussard (6-0, 195) and Darren Taylor (6-1 
235). Redshirt freshmen Jorge Cordova (6-2, 235) 
and Alfred Akinyemi (6-0, 200) will also see qual- 
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ity time at linebacker.

Also vying for starting 
status at QB is junior Brennan Crooks (6-1, 170), 
who threw for 251 yards and three TDs as a top 
reserve last fall, as well as redshirted JUCO trans- 
fer Clint Carlson (6-2, 210) and redshirt freshman 
Ryan Sorahan (6-3, 215).

Also competing for starting status in this area are 
fellow JUCO transfer Damurius Richardson (5-11, 
275, jr.) and seyen experienced lettermen -- ends 
Chris Tandy (6-3, 240, sr.), Tim Mathewson (6-3, 
245, jr.) and Kevin Michaelis (6-4, 240, sr.); and 
tackles Bryan Yeager (6-2, 270, sr.), John Hammer 
(6-5, 285, sr.), Daniel Mauga (6-2, 260, jr.) and 
Edgar Nava (6-1, 275, sr.). 

Senior middle linebacker Josh Parry (6-2, 245) 
will anchor the second line of defense after mak- 
ing a team-leading 94 tackles last year.

The wide receiving crew welcomes back last 
fall’s top pass catcher, junior Jeb Putzier (6-5, 
230), along with soph Lou Fanucchi (5-11, 190). 
All-star candidate Putzier had 39 receptions for 
514 yards and two scores, while Fanucchi made 
23 catches for 435 yards and a pair of TDs, Also 
back on duty are Jay Willie (6-3, 205, so.), Billy 
Wingfield (5-10, 175, jr) and Brian O'Neal (6-0, 
190, jr.), who combined for 56 catches and three 
scores a year ago. BSU loses All-Big West tight 
end Dave Stachelski, but lettermen Robby Snell- 
ing (6-2, 255, sr.) and Shaelan McDonough (6-2, 
210, sr.) will fill in that spot very nicely. 

The Broncos divvied up the rushing chores a 
year ago, and three of last fall’s top four ground

DE and DT Wil Beck (6-2, 300, jr). Beck had 
nine stops for minus yardage and six QB sacks in 
‘99. The challengers to plug the gaps up front 
include lettermen Dennis Taeatafa (6-3, 260, jr.), 
Mike Jones (6-3, 265, so.) and Jamaal Cole (6-2, 
240, jr.). 

Chris Nofoaiga (5-10, 220, sr.), last fall’s lead- 
ing tackler and the Big West's defensive player of 
the year, is the anchor of the Idaho linebacking 
contingent. Nofoaiga is already Idaho’s career 
leader in sacks and tackles for losses, a year ago 
posting 18 TFLs and 10 sacks among his 121 total 
stops. He also returned two recovered fumbles for 
Vandal six-pointers. Rick Giampietri (5-10, 205, 
sr.) returns to one outside backer berth where he 
made 76 stops a year ago, With candidates to fill 
the other OLB spot including lettermen Jason 
Daniel (6-0, 215, jr.) and Laki Ah Hi (6-0, 225, 
jr. 

The Vandals have speed and experience return- 
ing to the secondary in the persons of cornerbacks 
Cleavon Bradshaw (5-9, 175, sr.) and Dennis 
Gibbs (5-10, 190, sr.), plus safeties Brad Rice (6- 
1, 210, jr.) and Jordan Kramer (6-0, 215, so.). 
Bradshaw and Gibbs made a combined 92 tackles 
last season, with Bradshaw leading the Vandals 
with five pass interceptions. Rice was second on 
last year’s tackle list with 94 stops. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: The Vandals 


are in a learning mode as new head coach Tom 
Cable teaches his gridders the high-powered, 
pressure attack he brings to Idaho from his 
previous post with Colorado’s Buffaloes, Ca- 
ble’s got a great corps of veterans to work with 
and we think the Vandals will be quick learn- 
ers, all of which leads us to the conclusion that 
Idaho has the “right stuff’ to be a contender 
again in this year’s Big West race.

The task 
ahead includes maintaining that winning feeling 
as the Aggies send 12 holdover starters from a 
year ago into battle this fall. 

Back on duty to direct the Aggies’ Power | 
attack is junior quarterback K.C. Enzminger (6-1, 
200), who last season threw for 1,878 yards and 
14 TDs with just five interceptions. He also 
motored for 358 yards and eight touchdowns. 
He'll be backstopped again this season by soph 
Damian Ocampo (5-10, 190). 

Renoyations are in order in the pass catching 
department where sophomores P.J. Winston (6-0, 
180) and Leon Oloya (6-1, 180) have apparently 
earned the starting jobs. Each had just one catch 
apiece as ‘99 backups. Also in the mix at WR are 
JUCO transfer Harbart Briscoe (6-3, 190, jr.), 
soph Charlie Moaccorone (5-11, 190) and redshirt

The Aggies did most of their damage running 
the ball a year ago, averaging a healthy 222.6 
yards per game, and all of last fall’s top ball carri- 
ers return for action this season. I-backs Chris 
Barnes (6-1, 210, sr.) and Kenton Keith (5-11, 
180, jr.) rushed for 519 and 422 yards, respective- 
ly, with fullback Keeon Johnson (5-11, 215, sr.) 
netting 385 yards on the ground. Johnson is bat- 
tling with senior Phil Branstetter (5-10, 230) for 
the number one bucking back job. 

Three regulars from a year ago are again sta- 
tioned in the Aggies offensive interior line ~ cen- 
ter Matt Hancock (6-0, 280, sr.), guard Tony 
Wragge (6-3, 305, jr.) and tackle Mick Rodemeyer 
(6-4, 320, sr.), Soph Shalimar Jackson (6-3, 305) 
is penciled in as the new starter at the other guard 
post, with Trevis Beckworth (6-4, 320, sr.) having 
eared starting rights at the tackle spot opposite 
Rodemeyer. Acouple of JC transfers, Jason 
Jewell (6-5, 290, jr.) and Chadd Kahlsdorf (6-5, 
300, jr.), will help out up front right away. 

There will also be several new faces in the 
Aggies’ defensive front as end Rashaad Williams 
(6-3, 195, sr.) is the only up front returnee from a 
year ago. Williams had six tackles for losses in 
‘99. Senior Mike Boganowski (6-3, 230) will be 
at the flank opposite Williams, with seniors Ira 
Ross (6-3, 270) and Oliver Soukup (6-2, 260) set- 
tling in as the new defensive tackle combo. 
Soukup posted nine tackles for losses with four 
QB sacks as u reserve a year ago. Incoming 
JUCO transfers Jeremy Barth (6-2, 285, jr.), Ryan 
Bakke (6-2, 250, jr.) and Jamar Cain (6-2, 220, jr.) 
are also expected to have an impact in the four- 
man front. 

In the second line of defense, senior Raul 
Anaya (6-1, 210) and junior D’Wayne Taylor (6-0, 
195) are holdover regulars from a year ago. 
Taylor was second on last year’s hit list with 97 
tackles, including 11 for minus yardage and four 
QB sacks. Junior Mawuli Davis (5-10, 230) has 
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earned the starting nod at middle linebacker, with 
help in this area coming from JUCO import 
Anthony Stevenson (6-1, 215, jr.). 

Junior college transfers Paul Holland (6-1, 180, 
jr. and Robert Canidate (5-8, 180, jr.) are expect- 
ed to provide immediate assistance in the deep 
zones, Where cornerback Jascon Willis (5-9, 170, 
sr.) and safeties Donald Malloy (5-9, 185, sr.) and 
Marsey Hawley (5-8, 175, sr.) are holdover 
Starters. Malloy led last year’s tacklers with 111 
stops and also had two interceptions, while Willis 
was the Aggies’ premier pass thief in ‘99 with five 
pickoffs. Senior Clarence Moniba (5-10, 175) is 
due to fill the vacancy at the cornerback post 
opposite Willis.

First off, Dennehy's got to get familiar with his 
players since he’s not seen any of ‘em in action 
since being hired last December, One guy he'll be 
getting to know real well real quick is the Aggies’ 
offensive leader, quarterback Jeff Crosbie (6-5, 
200, jr.), who'll be starting for the third straight 
season. [n “99, Crosbie pitched for 2,007 yards 
and 10 TDs, but suffered 17 INTs. If Coach 
Dennehy doesn't like what he sees, he'll look at 
letterman Logan Galli (6-2, 210, jr.), soph Joe 
Guentes (6-3, 190) or incoming freshman Travis 
Cox (6-1, 190). 

Utah State’s three-wideout set features two 
holdoyer starters in seniors Aaron Jones (5-11, 
180) and Ky Oday (6-2, 185), while JUCO trans- 
fer Jerron Tatum (6-0, 170, jr.) is battling with 
senior Ryan Felix (6-2, 200) for the other job, 
Jones was the Aggies leading receiver last fall 
when he pulled down 54 aerials for 653 yards and 
four TDs. Also in the WR picture are the inexpe- 
rienced trio of Adam Colbert (6-1, 205, jr.), 
Demario Franklin (6-0, 175, jr.) and Artavias 
Thompkins (6-1, 195, jr.). Both of last year’s top 
tight ends were lost to graduation, so the new 
starter will be either Scott Collins (6-6, 245, jr.), 
who’s recuperating from shoulder surgery, or 
Wyoming transfer Casey Poppinga (6-5, 250, so.). 

The Aggies’ well-balanced attack last year 
included a strong 176.5 yards per outing on the 
ground, but with the graduation of standout tail- 
back Demario Brown, Coach Dennehy must find a 
new horse. Brown rushed for 1,536 yards and 14 
scores a year ago, the sixth best ground total in the 
NCAAs, The pretenders for that job are not with- 
out talent, however, as Emmett White (5-11, 200, 
jr.) was a second team all-league choice as a kick 
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return man and John Roberts (5-9, 195, jr.). aver- 
aged nearly five yards per carry in limited action, 

There’s plenty of renovation work to be done in 
the blocking crew, where center Junior Pututau (6- 
1, 300, sr.) and guard Jess Schuck (6-2, 305, jr.) 
are the only returnees from a year ago, Battling 
for the other guard job will be redshirts Luis 
Trujillo (6-2, 310, so.) and Gerald Sykes (6-2, 
320, fr.), while the challengers for the two vacan- 
cies at the tackles include seniors Steve Candidate 
(6-4, 335) and Jeff Long (6-9, 310), both of whom 
lettered in ‘99, plus JUCO transfer Eric Gwilliam 
(6-5, 260, jr.) and letterman Jim Newton (6-10, 
300, so.). 

Speaking of returning regulars, there’s nary a 
one in the Aggies’ four-man defensive front wall 
where last year’s starters combined to record 54 
tackles for minus yardage! Penciled in as the new 
starting combo at the ends are lettermen Ryan 
Duncan (6-2, 245, jr.) and Nick Onaindia (6-3, 
245, sr.), while the leading contenders for the DT 
positions are JUCO transfer Jason Moore (6-2, 
310, jr.) and redshirt freshman Jorge Tapia (6-2, 
280), while the D-line backup contingent includes 
redshirt frosh Travis LaBoy (6-4, 250) and letter- 
men Nate Larsen (6-3, 265, sr.) and Liua Fonua 
(6-0, 310, sr.). 

The D's strongest unit should be the lineback- 
ers where OLBs Brent Passey (6-1, 230, sr.) and 
Blake Eagal (6-2, 235, sr.) will again flank middle 
backer Tony Newson (6-1, 225, sr.). Passey is a 
two-time All-Big West selection who last year led 
the Aggies in tackles with 142 stops, including 10 
for minus yardage with two sacks, He also picked 
off two enemy aerials.

When Joe Hollis took over the Indians’ pro- 
gram prior to the ‘97 season, his first task was to 
make ASU competitive. With the Indians having 
been inyolved in 11 games over the past two sea- 
sons that were decided by six points or less, that 
goal’s been reached. Now, Hollis is pushing to 
bring home his Indians as winners. 

One plus in that regard is the presence of three- 
year letterman Cleo Lemon (6-3, 210, sr.) at quar- 
terback where he is the school record holder in 
passing yards and touchdowns. Lemon last fall 
chucked for 1,569 yards and 15 TDs against eight 
interceptions, and he’ll again be backed up by 
capable Andy Shatley (6-3, 220, jr.). 

The Indians will be without standout wideout 
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J.J. Washington this year, but veterans Robert 
Kilow (5-11, 170, sr.) and Jamie Hickenbotham 
(5-10, 175, so.) are ready to take up the slack. 
Kilow is doubly dangerous as a receiver and kick 
return man, last year leading the Indians with 57 
receptions for 783 yards and five scores while 
doing an exceptional job running back both punts 
and kickoffs. Hickenbotham had 14 catches last 
fall, four of which he carried for ASU touch- 
downs. The only other receivers with experience 
are Mike Lary (6-1, 200, sr.) and Kevin Woods (5- 
8, 175, sr.), but Coach Hollis is high on incoming 
JUCO transfer Mark Hamilton (6-3, 195, jr.), who 
has both size and speed. At tight end, JUCO 
import Jerry Pegues (6-4, 250, jr.) and Neal Myers 
(6-3, 250, so.) are battling for the starting job. 

Last fall’s top ground gainer, Lamont Zachery, 
has departed, but his very capable backup, junior 
Jonathan Adams (6-0, 215), should take over the 
tailback slot very nicely. Adams, who ran for 680 
yards and six scores, will be supported by stand- 
out JC transfer Danny Smith (5-9, 165, jr.). Senior 
three-year letterman Jacquis Walker (6-0, 245) is 
the new starter at fullback. 

There’s a yeteran crew filling out the interior 
line positions, led by all-star candidate Garry 
Johnson (6-4, 310, so.) at tackle. Junior Garrick 
Jones (6-4, 310) is again stationed at the other OT 
post, with Jamie Pond (6-3, 325, sr.) and John 
Crossley (6-2, 310, so.) at the guards and senior 
Jack Wright (6-1, 270) again handling pivot re- 
sponsibilities. 

Coach Hollis has some concerns in his defen- 
sive front wall where DE Erik Kellim (6-3, 275, 
st.) is the only returnee to the three-man crew from 
a year ago. Soph Maci Davis (6-1, 280) appears 
to have won the starting nod at the opposite flank, 
with soph Tyronne Armstrong (6-2, 320) the new 
nose tackle. Others expected to contribute in the 
trench are J.C, Miller (6-3, 265, sr.), ex-linebacker 
James Morman (6-2, 250, sr.) and redshirt frosh 
Bryant Berry (6-0, 285). 

Like the D-line, there’s but one holdover 
incumbent in the linebacking crew, and that’s 
senior OLB Segun Ajigbeda (6-2, 235), who fin- 
ished third on the Indians’ tackle chart last fall 
with 70 hits.

and Charles Mabry (5-11, 235, sr.) due to handle 
things inside. JUCO signee Eti Taula (6-1, 235, 
jr.) and soph lettermen John Shivers (6-2, 235) and 
Joe Jones (6-2, 230) will also be contributors at 
linebacker. 

The Indians’ secondary is chuckful of holdover 
Starters -- strong safety Sean Mitchell (5-9, 190, 
sr.), free safety Terrance Fuller (5-11, 195, jr.) and 
corerbacks Hanis Bowens (5-9, 165, sr.) and 
Kishan Cotton (5-10, 195, jr.).

The Eagles were a contradiction of circum- 
Stance a year ago, upset winners over Texas Tech 
and eventual Big West champion Boise State, but 
losers in their other nine games by a combined 
margin of 267-70! 

If there is a silver lining in that gloomy scenario 
for UNT, it’s the fact third-year Coach Darrell 
Dickey has seven starters returning to his offen- 
sive unit, including standout tailback Ja’Quay 
Wilburn (5-10, 190, sr.), just about the only bright 
spot on an offensive unit that averaged just 245.2 
yards and 10.7 points per game in ‘99. Wilburn is 
already the school’s all-time leading rusher, last 
fall twisting to 1,016 yards and two TDs. Wilburn 
will again be supported by soph Michael Hickmon 
(5-10, 200), who gained 302 yards with one TD 
carry last season. At fullback, Coach Dickey has 
plucked soph Aaron Holly (5-10, 215) from the 
special teams unit to fill that vacancy. 

At quarterback, junior Richard Bridges (6-3, 
220) is the returning regular, but he’s being 
pushed hard by soph Spencer Stack (6-2, 210) and 
redshirt freshman Jeremy Pearl (6-3, 180). 
Bridges started the final six games of the year in 
*99, overall passing for 621 yards and three TDs 
while suffering five INTs. 

Returning to lead the UNT wideout crew is 
senior LaDarrin McLane (6-2, 195), who ran 
under 2] aerials for 197 yards a year ago, The bat- 
ule for the other wide receiver post is wide open, 
with soph George Marshall (6-1, 185), junior 
Brent DeGroot (5-11, 175) and senior Byron Cur- 
tis (6-1, 200) all in the running, along with redshirt 
freshman Jamal Wynne (5-10, 175). The incum- 
bent at tight end is soph Jeff Muenchow (6-4, 
240), who won the job last year as a true freshman. 
He had 10 catches a year ago and proved to be a 
punishing blocker. 

Coach Dickey welcomes back three veterans to 
his offensive interior line -- guards Josh Kay (6-2,

300, sr.) and Andy Lott (6-2, 295, sr.), plus soph 
tackle J.R. Randle (6-5, 290). Lott was a second 
team All-Big West pick a year ago. Redshirt 
freshmen will fill the vacancies in the O-line, with 
lan Hobbs (6-3, 265) and Michie Smith (6-3, 290) 
sharing time at center and Luke Conder (6-3, 260) 
filling the vacant OT post. 

There’s a big reconstruction job underway on 
the stop side where only five regulars return from 
a year ago. UNT'’s best defender looks to be jun- 
ior linebacker Brad Kassell (6-3, 230), who led 
last year’s club in tackles with 112, 17 of which 
were behind enemy lines. Seniors Jeff Rodgers 
(6-1, 240), Corry Pertile (6-3, 210) and Fred Per- 
tile (6-0, 190) are also holdovers with starting ex- 
perience in the second line of defense, last year 
combining to make 169 stops. Junior Justin War- 
ren (6-3, 235) also started three games last year 
and will be a factor in this area. 

UNT’s major area of concern on this side of the 
line of scrimmage is the defensive line where the 
Mean Green is in need of capable replacements 
for all four of last year’s starters. Youngsters Trey 
Davis (6-1, 230), a redshirt freshman, and soph 
Chris Mclver (6-1, 250) appear to have won the 
regular roles at the flanks, with Wyoming transfer 
Eric Bridges (6-2, 260, so.), John Ryan (6-3, 265, 
so.), Matt Turney (6-2, 265, so.) and Marlon Lee 


(6-2, 250, sr.) duking it out to fill the two inside D- 
line slots. Ryan and Turney are both coming back 
from injuries that cancelled out their ‘99 seasons. 

The secondary took a big hit from graduation, 
but there appears to be a lot of young talent ready 
to fill those holes. The top returning regular from 
*99 is strong safety Heath Moody (6-1, 205, sr.), 
who had 91 tackles and a pair of INTs last fall. 
Redshirt freshman Craig Jones (6-0, 185) is pen- 
ciled in as the new starter at free safety, while the 
combatants to fill the two cornerback positions in- 
clude Lawrence Ellis (5-11, 185, sr.), Don McGee 
(5-11, 185, so.) and Ty Jackson (5-6, 160, so.). 
Ellis started the final eight games of last fall, post- 
ing 63 tackles with six hits for minus yardage. 

GAMEPLAN CONCLUSION: There was- 
n’t a whole lot of “mean” in the Mean Green a 
year ago, as the Eagles were thoroughly pum- 
meled on most occasions. And the prospects 
for this fall aren’t all that much brighter. 
While the UNT attack almost has to be a little 
better than last fall’s effort that was wimpy at 
best, there’s not much to talk about on the 
defensive side except for a talented but over- 
worked linebacking crew. Three wins could be 
a major accomplishment for the “Mild Green” 
this fall!
